CHAPTER   I. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Alpine  City  Library  Association 

See.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territorv 
of  Utah:  That  Thomas  J.  McCulloch,  John  W.  Vance,  John  Carlisle,  William  Strong, 
and  William  Daniels,  their  associates  and  successors  in  ofifice,  are  hereby  constituted  t 
a  body  corporate,  to  be  known  and  styled  "Alpine  City  Library  Association;"  and 
fshall  have  power  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  proj^erty  real  and  personal;  to  sue  an<l 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity;  and  to  do  all  things  that  may  be  proper*  to  carry  into  elTect  the  objects  of  the  ■ 
Association  by  establishing  a  library  of  books,  maps,  charts  and  scientific  instruments, 
connecting  therewith  a  reading  room  and  lectures;  and  the  above  mftiied  persons  are 
liereby  appointed  a  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Assoeiation,  until  superseded  as  pro- 
vided in  the  following  section.  * 

Sec.  2. — A  Board  of  five  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  said  Associa- 
tion on  the  second  Monday  in  February,  1867,  and  biennially  thereafter  on  said  day, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected;  and 
they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  President,  Secretary,  Corresi^onding  Secretary, 
Treasurer  and  Librarian,  and  defiiae  their  duties;  and  also  to  make  such  bye-laws  as 
may  be  necessary  to  do  all  business  of  the  Association.  A  majority  may  form  a  quo- 
rum to  do  business,  and  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  Board  until  tlie  nest  regulai' 
election. 

Sec.  3. — Tills  Assoeiation  may  raise  means  by  sale  of  shares,  by  contHbutions  and 
<lonations  for  the  i^urchaseof  books,  maps,  cjiarts  and  other  furnisliings  and  apparatus, 
and  for  leasing  or  erecting  suitable  buildings  for  the  library,  reading  rooms  and 
lectures. 

Sec.  4. — Conditions  of  membership  admission  to  the  library,  reading  room  and 
lectures,  and  the  loaning  of  books  or  other  property  shall  bo  as  provided  by  the  byc" 
laws  of  the  Association.

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CHAPTER    II. 

Deficiency  Bill. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah: 
That  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  eighty-two  cents  is 
hereby  appropriated,  out]of  any  money  in  the  Territorial  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, to  i-eimburse  A.  P.  Rockwood,  Warden  of  the  Penitentiary,  for  moneys 
expended  by  him  to  December  1,  1866,  above  the  amount  appropriated  for  Penitentiary 
purposes  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  during  its  Annual  Session,  1865-66. 


CHAPTER    III. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  3Ioroni  City  Library  and  Literary  Association. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  Michael  Johnson,  Charles  Longson,  John  Done,  Jabez  Faux,  Ruel  M. 
Rodgers,  Aaron  Hardy  and  Charles  Kemp,  their  associates  and  successors  in  office,  are 
hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  to  be  known  and  styled  Moroni  City  Library  and 
Literary  Association,  and  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  property 
real  and  personal;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  to  do  and  perform  all  things  that  may  be  neces- 
sary and  proper  to  enable  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  Association  in 
the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  by  establishing  a  library  of  books,  maps,  charts  and  scien- 
tific instruments,  connecting  therewith  a  reading  room  and  scientific  and  other  popu- 
lar lectures;  and  the  above  named  persons  are  hereby  appointed  a  Board  of  Directors 
of  said  Association,  until  suiiDcrseded  as  provided  in  the  following  section. 

Sec.  2. — A  Board  of  seven  Directors  may  be  elected  by  the  members  of  said  Asso- 
ciation on  the  second  Monday  in  February  annually,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Librarian  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary,  and  define  their  duties,  and  to  enact  such  bye-laws  as  may  be  fitting  for  the 
proper  management  of  all  business  of  the  Association.  A  niajority  may  form  a  quorum 
to  do  business,  and  they  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  Board  until  the  next  regular 
,  election. 

Sec.  3. — This  Association  may  raise  means  by  shares,  contributions  and  donations 
for  the  purchase  of  books,  maps,  charts  or  any  other  desirable  thing  to  further  the 
intent  of  this  Act;  and  for  leasing  or  erecting  suitable  buildings  for  the  library,  read- 
ing room  and  lectures;  and  new  members  may  be  added  on  such  conditions  as  may 
be  prescribed  in  the  bye-laws  of  the  Association;  and  the  library  and  reading  room 
shall  be  open  foivthe  iise  of  the  i>ublic,  and  books  loaned  out  under  such  regulations 
and  at  such  times  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  determine.

CHAPTER    IV. 

An  ACT  to  2'>'>'0vlde  for  Convening  the  Seventeenth  and  subsequent   Annual  Sessions 

of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utab: 
That  the  next  Annual  Session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  convene  in  the  State 
House  in  Great  Salt  Lake  City;  and  said  session  shall  begin  at  two  o'clock,  p.m.,  of 
the  second  Monday  in  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and 
annually  thereafter.

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CHAPTER    V. 

An  ACT  incorporating  the  Beaver  City  Library  Association. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  M.  S.  Shej^herd,  John  Ashworth,  William  Fotheringham,  Horace  A. 
Skinner,  A.  J>I.  Farnsworth,  William  J.  Cox,  Daniel  Tyler  and  W.  G.  Nowers,  with 
their  associates  and  successors  in  office,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  to  be 
known  and  styled  the  Beaver  City  Libraiy  Association;  and  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase, receive  and  hold  property  real  and  personal;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  to  do  and  per- 
form all  things  that  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  enable  them  to  carry  into  effect 
the  objects  of  the  Association  in  the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  by  establishing  a  library 
of  books,  maps,  charts  and  scientific  instruments,  connecting  therewith  a  reading 
room  and  scientific  and  other  popular  leetures;  and  the  above  named  persons  are 
hereby  appointed  a  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Association,  until  superseded  as  pro- 
vided in  the  following  section. 

Sec.  2. — A  Board  of  seven  Directors  may  be  elected  by  the  members  of  said  Asso- 
ciation on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  1867,  and  annually  thereafter  on  said  day,  who 
shall  hold  their  office  one  year  and  until  their. successors  are  duly  elected;  and  they 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Librarian  and  other 
officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and  define  their  duties;  and  also  to  enact  such 
bye-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  all  business  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. A  majority  may  form  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  they  may  fill  any  vacan- 
cy in  the  Board  until  the  next  regular  election. 

Sec.  3. — This  Association  may  raise  means  by  shares,  contributions  and  donations 
for  the  purchase  of  books,  maps,  charts,  &c.,  and  for  leasing  or  erecting  suitable  build- 
ings for  the  library,  reading  room  and  lectures.  New  members  may  be  added  on 
such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  bye-laws  of  the  Association,  and  the 
library  and  the  reading  room  shall  be  ojieu  for  the  use  of  the  public,  or  books  may 
be  loaned  out  under  such  regulations  and  at  such  times  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
determine.

CHAPTER    VI. 

An  ACT  to  provide  for  ihQ  election  of  a  Delegate  to   the  House  of  Representatives 

of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Xssembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  an  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  February,  1867,  at  the 
usual  jDlaces  of  holding  elections  in  the  several  counties  of  the  Territory,  for  the  elec- 
tion of  a  Delegate  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  Fortieth  Congress.  The 
election  shall  be  .held,  conducted  and  returns  thereof  made  agreeable  to  an  "Act  regu- 
lating elections,"  "approved  Jan.  3,  1853."  The  Delegate  for  the  Forty-first  Congress 
shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  on  the  first  Monday  of  August,  1868,  and  bien- 
nially thereafter. 

Sec.  2. — This  Act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  passage  thereof.

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CHAPTER    VII. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  Beaver  City,  in  Beaver  Coun'y. 

+  TT?^^'  "^"rm-^x  ^^  eiftictecl  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
otUtali:  lliatalltliatportionof  country  situated  within  the  following  boundaries, 
to  wit:  beginning  at  a  point  one  and  a  half  miles  south  of  the  bridge  across  Beaver 
Kiver  at  the  point  where  the  military  road  crosses  Beaver  River,  thence  east  two  miles, 
thence  north  six  miles,  thence  west  six  miles,  thence  south  six  miles,  thence  east  four 
miles  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  of  Bea- 
^^\-X'-  V  ^"^^  *^®  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and 
politic  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal  which  they  may 
change  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
courts  Oi  law  and  equity,  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold 
property  real  and  personal  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real  property  be- 
yond the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use  of  the  inhabit- 
ants of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  iu 
relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.— There  shall  be  a  City  Council,  to  consist  of  a  Mayor  and  five  Councilors, 
who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall  judge  of  the  qualifica- 
tions, elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form 
a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance;  there  shall  also  be  elected  in  like  manner  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  who 
shall  have  the  qualifications  of  voters,  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  and  have 
jurisxhction  m  all  eases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city. 

Sec.  4.— The  Mayor  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices, 
shall  take  and  suhscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they  will  well  and  truly 
perform  all  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  abilities. 

bee.  5.— OneMay  or  and  five  Councilors  shall  be  elected  biennially,  and  the  first 
election  under  this  Act  shall  be  at  such  times  in  said  city  as  the  Probate  Judge  of  Bea- 
ver County  shall  direct:  Provided,  said  election  shall  be  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
in  August  next.  Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  as  now  is  provided  by  law 
tor  the  holding  of  elections  for  County  and  Territorial  officers;  and,  at  the  first  elec- 
tion, all  voters  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  6.— The  clerks  of  election  shall  leave  with  each  person  elected,  or^at  his  usual 
place  of  residence,  within  five  days  after  the  election,  a  written  notice  of  his  election; 
and  each  person  so  notified  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  election,  take  the  oath  or 
affirmation  hereinbefore  mentioned,  a  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Recorder,  whose  appointment  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  be  by  him  pre- 
served; and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held,  conducted  and  returns  thereof  be 
made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7.— The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  for  city 
purposes  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  onejhalf  of  ,oue:  per /cent.  !i  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof; 
and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same,  to  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  to  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  8.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Recorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define  the 
duties  of  ail  city  officers  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  this  |  Act,:  bonds  with  security,  for  , the  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  also  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an 
oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain, 
establish  and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace, 
benefit,  good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city;  for  the  pro- 
tection of  property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health 
and  happiness  of  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  shall  have  control  of  the  water  of  the 
Beaver  River:  Providipd,  that  such  controlshall  not  be  exercised  to  the  injury  of  any 
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rights  already  acquired  by  actual  settlers  thereon;  and  shall  have  control  of  the  water 
courses  and  mill  privileges  within  said  city;  but  in  no  case  shall  they  interfere  with 
the  natural  rights  of  others  heretofore  acquired  in  relation  to  water.  They  shall  have 
power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  ha])pcn  by  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  any 
of  the  officers  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said 
Corporation.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  city  into  "Wards  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  ten  days  after 
they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  i)ublished  in  some  nev/spaper  printed  in  said  city,  or 
certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  city. 
They  shall  not  be  in  force  until  thus  published  or  posted  up. 

Sec.  12. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  Seal  o4  Corporation 
affixed  thereto;  and,  when  i>rinted  or  published  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  purport- 
ing to  be  printed  or  published  by  the  authority  of  the  Corporation,  the  same  shall  be 
received  in  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places,  without  further  proof. 

See.  13. — The  .Justice  of  the  Peace  of  said  city  shall  have  all  the  the  powers  of 
other  Justices  of  the  Peace,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of 
the  Territory.  They  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws 
and  give  the  same  bonds  and  securities  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace.  They  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  Corporation,  and 
shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  such  ordinances  into  execution. 
Appeals  may  be  had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Justices,  arising  under  the 
ordinances  of  said  city,  or  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  to  the  Probate  Court  of  said  Bea- 
ver County,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  or  may  be  taken  from  other  Justices  of 
the  Peace, 

See.  14. — The  Mayor  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  said  Corporation;  he 
sb.all  preside  in  the  City  Council,  and  shall  have  power  to  veto  any  ordinance  wlaen 
not  passed  by  four-flfths  majority,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  sign  all  city  ordinances. 

See.  15.— This  Act  shall  be  in  force  on  and  after  the  tenth  day  of  Fubruary,  one 
tliousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  may  bo  amended  or  repealed  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.

CHAPTER    VIII. 
A)i  ACT  bicorporating  the  Coalville  Llhraru  Aseociation. 

See.  1. — Bo  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
,of  Utah:  That  John  Boyden,  William  H.  Smith,  IraN.  Hinckley,  (ieorge  H.  Knowl- 
den  and  C.  L.  Hawkins,  of  Coalville,  Summit  County,  Utah  Territory,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  with  XDcrpetuai  succession, 
to  be  known  and  styled  the  Coalville  Library  Association;  and  shall  have  power  to 
jjurchase,  receive  and  hold  property;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever; 
and  to  do  and  i:)erform  all  things  thai  may  of  right  per4ain  to  their  duties  in  the  regu- 
lation, control  and  suitably  providing  for  the  interests  and  in  carrying  into  elfect  the 
objects  of  this  organization;  and  the  above  named  persons  are  hereby  appointed  a 
Board  of  Directors  of  said  Association,  until  an  election  shall  take  place. 

Sec.  2. — That  a  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  said  Asso- 
ciation on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  and  there- 
after annually.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer  and  Librarian,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary;  also  to 
fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  Board;  and  at  the  close  of  their  term  of  office 
sliall  present  to  the  Association  a  report  of  the  number  of  books,  papers  and  other  pub- 
lications on  hand,  the  amount  of  moneys  received  and  disbursed  during  the  year,  the 
number  of  books  donated  and  by  whom;  also  the  amount  incurred  for  services  of 
Librarian  and  other  incidental  expenditures.  A  majority  of  the  Directors  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  to  do  all  business;  and  for  the  proper  management  of  the  library 
and  reading  room  they  shall  have  power  to  frame  bye-laws  which,  upon  receiving

the  sanction  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  stated  meeting,  shall  be  in 
full  force. 

Sec.  3. — That  the  library  and  reading  room  shall  be  for  the  use  and  benefit  ol 
the  public,'  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  in  the  bye-laws  be  prescribed. 

Sec.  4. — Conditions  of  membership  shall  be  as  made  and  provided  by  the  Direc- 
tors.

CHAPTER    IX. 
A7i  ACT  changing  the  Coimty  Seat  of  Kane  Coiuiti/. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah: 
That  the  County  Seat  of  Kane  County  'is  hereby  removed  from  Grafton  to  Rockville 
in  said  County;  and  that  so  much  of  "An  Act  defining  tlae  boundaries  of  Counties  and 
locating  County  Seats,"  "approved  January  10th,  1866,"  as  locates  the  County  Seat  at 
Grafton,  is  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  X. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  Fillmore  City,  in  Millard  Countg, 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  Millard  County  embraced  in  the  following  bounda- 
ries, to  wit:  beginning  at  a  point  three  miles  due  east  of  the  southeast  corner  of  the 
Public  Square  now  surveyed,  thence  south  three  miles,  thence  west  six  miles,  theuce 
north  six  miles,  thence  east  six  miles,  thence  south  three  miles  to  the  place  oi'  begin- 
'jiing,  shall  be  known  and  designated  under  the  name  and  style  of  Fillmore  City,  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the 
name  aforesaid,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and 
alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever?  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold 
property  real  and  personal;  to  purchase,  recejve  and  hold  real  property  beyond  the 
city  for  burying  grounds  or  T)ther  public  purposes  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  proj^erty,  real  and  personal,  for  the  benefit  of 
said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  j)roperty,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in  relation 
thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3. — There  shall  be  a  City  Council  to  consist  of  a  Mayor  and  five  Councilors, 
who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall  judge  of  the  qualifica- 
tions, elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form 
a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance;  there  shall  also  be  elected  in  like  manner  two  Justices  of  the  Peace  who 
shall  have  the  qualifications  of  voters,  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  and  have 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city.  , 
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See.  4. — The  Mayor  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they  will  well  and 
truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  abilities. 

See.  5. — One  Mayor  and  five  Councilors  shall  be  elected  biennially,  and  the  first 
election  under  this  Act  shall  be  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Probate  Judge  of  Millard 
County  shall  direct:  Provided,  said  election  shall  be  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in 
August  next.  Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  as  is  now  provided  by  law 
for  the  holding  of  elections  for  County  and  Territorial  officers;  and  at  the  said  first 
election  all  electors  within  said  city  limits  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

See.  6. — The  Clerks  of  election  shall  leave  v/ith  each  person  elected,  or  at  his  usual 
place  of  residence,  within  five  days  after  the  election,  a  written  notice  of  his  election; 
and  each  person  so  notified  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  election,  take  the  oath  or 
affirmation  hereinbeforo  mentioned,  a  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Recorder,  whose  appointment  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  be  by  him 
preserved;  and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held,  conducted  and  returns  thereof 
made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  for  city 
purposes,  upon  all  taxable  property  real  and  personal  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof; 
and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  in  any  manner,  to  be  provided  by  ordi- 
nance, not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  .States  or  the  laws  of  this 
Territory'. 

Sec.  S. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Recorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have 
power  to  api)oint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define  the 
duties  of  all  city  officers  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  this  Act,  bonds  with  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  re- 
spective duties,  and  also  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  as  'aforesaid,  to  take  an 
oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  iO. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  estab- 
lish and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace,  benefit, 
good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city;  for  the  protection  of 
property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health  and  hapj)!- 
ness  of  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  shall  have  control  of  the  water  and  water  courses 
leading  to  the  city:  Provided,  that  such  control  shall  not  be  exercised  to  the  injury  of 
any  rights  already  acquired  by  actual  settlers  thereon;  and  shall  have  control  of  the 
water  courses  and  mill  privileges  within  said  city;  but  in  no  case  shall  they  interfere 
with  the  natural  rights  of  others  acquired  in  relation  to  water  privileges  Avitliin  said 
city.  I'hey  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, removal,  or  otherwise,  in  any  of  the  offices  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and 
establish  the  fees  of  the  officers  of  said  Corporation;  to  impose  such  fines,  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  for  each 
offense,  for  the  breach  or  violation  of  any  city  ordinance;  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards 
and  specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11. — All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  montli  after 
they  they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said 
city,  or  certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  jolaces  in  tlie 
city. 

Sec.  12. — All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  Seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and  when  printed  or  i^ublished  in  book  or  panii^hlet  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or 
published  by  the  authority  of  the  Corporation,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence 
in  all  courts  and  places,  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  13. — The  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  said  city  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  other 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the 
Territoiy;  they  shall  perform  tlie  same  duties,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws,  give  the 
same  bonds  and  securities  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace;  they  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall 
issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  cai'ry  such  ordinances  into  execution.  Ap- 
peals may  be  had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Justices,  arising  under  tlie 
ordinances  of  said  city  or  the  Jaws  of  the  Territory,  to  the  Probate  Court  of  Millard 
County,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  or  may  be  taken  from  other  Justices  of 
the  Peace 

Sec.  14. — The  Mayor  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  said  Corporation;  lie 
shall  15 reside  in  the  City  Council,  and  shall  have  power  to  veto  any  ordinance  when 
not  passed  by  four-fifths  majority;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  sign  all  city  ordinances. 

Sec.  1o. — TheCity  Council  shall  liave  power  to  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  tlip

rnnning  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry; 
and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the 
same  when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  16.— To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tip- 
pling shoiD  keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other 
houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

See.  17.— All  ordinances,  resolutions  and  regulations  now  in  force  in  Fillmore 
City,  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  shall  remain  in  force  imtil  altered,  modified 
or  repealed  by  the  City  Council  after  this  Act  shall  take  effect. 

See.  IS.— This  Act  shall  not  invalidate  any  act  done  by  the  present  City  Council 
•  of  Fillmore  City,  or  by  its  officrrs,  nor  divest  their  successors,  under  this  Act,  of  any 
right,  property,  or  otherwise,  or.liability  which  may  have  accrued  to  or  been  created 
by  said  Council  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  19.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  by  ordinance  to  regulate 
the  Police  of  the  city;  to  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants  and  retail- 
ers; to  license,  tax  and  regulaie  theatrical  and  other  exhibitions,  shows  and  amuse- 
ments; to  tax,  restrain,  prohibit  and  suppress  gaming,  bawdy  and  other  disorderiy 
houses. 

Sec.  20. — This  Act  shall  be  in  force  on  or  after  the  tenth  day  of  February,  1S67. 
and  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

Sec.  21. — "An  Act  to  incorporate  Filmore  City,  Millard  County,"  "approved  Feb. 
13,  1852,"  is  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTBR    XI. 

A7i  ACT  io  incoTiwraic  tlie  CUij  of  Qrantsvillc. 

Sec.  1.— Bo  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  country  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries  in 
Tooele  County,  to  wit:  commencing  two  and  a  half  miles  due  east  from  a  point  known 
as  the  lumber  bridge  situated  on  the  county  road  running  through  Grantsville  in 
Tooele  County,  thence  south  two  miles,  thence  west  four  and  a  half  miles,  thence 
north  four  and  a  half  miles,  thence  east  four  and  a  half  miles,  thence  south  two  ;  and 
onehalf  miles  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  known  and  designated  imder  the 
name  and  style  of  Grantsville  City;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby  constitu- 
ted a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  aforesaid,  'and  shall  have  perpetual 
succession;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  change  and  alter 
at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  puchase,  receive,  hold,  sell, 
lease,  convey  and  dispose  of  properly,  real  and  personal,  for  the  benefit  of  said  city, 
both  within  and  witliout  its  corporate  boundaries;  to  improve  and  protect  snch  -pvo- 
perty,  an  to  do  all  other  tilings  in  relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.— The  municipal  government  of  said  city  is  hereby  vested  in  a  City  Council 
to  be  composed  of  a  Mayor,  three  Aldermen,  one  from  each  Ward,  and  five  Council- 
ors, who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  chosen  by 
tliequalified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.— An  election  shall  be  licld  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  next,  and  every 
two  years  thereafter  on  said  day,  at  which  there  shall  be  elected  one  Mayor,  three 
Aldermen,  five  councilors  and  one  .Justice  of  the  Peace;  and  the  persons  respectively 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city  for  said  officers  shall  be  declared 
elected.  When  two  or  more  candidates  shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes  for  the 
same  office,  the  election  shall  be  determined  by  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  5.— The  first  election  under  this  Act  shall  be  conducted  in  the  following  man- 
ner, to  wit:  the  County  Clerk  of  Tooele  County  shall  cause  notice  of  the  time  and 
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place,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  ofl&cers  to  be  chosen,  to  be  posted  up  in  four  pub- 
lic places  in  said  city  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election.  Two  Judges  shall  be 
selected  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Tooele  County  at  least  one  week  previous  to  the  day 
of  election.  Said  Judges  shall  choose  two  Clerks,  and  the  Judges  and  Clerks,  before 
entering  upon  their  duties;  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  the 
County  Court,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said  duties.  The  polls  shall  be  open  at 
8  o'clock  a.m.,  and  shall  close  at  6  o'clock  p.m.  At  the  close  of  the  election  the  Judges 
shall  seal  up  the  ballot  box  and  the  list  of  names  of  the  electors,  and  transmit  the 
same,  within  two  days  from  the  time  of  holding  such  election,  to  the  County  Clerk  of 
Tooele  County.  As  soon  as  the  returns  are  received,  the  County  Clerk,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Probate  Judge,  shall  unseal  and  examine  them,  and  furnish,  within  five 
days,  to  each  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes,  a  certificate  of  his  election. 
In  case  of  a  tie,  it  fchall  be  decided  by  lot  drawn  by  the  County  Clerk  in  presence  of  the 
Probate  Judge. 

Sec.  6. — All  subsequent  elections  held  under  this  Act  shal  be  held,  conducted  and 
returns  thereof  made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  re- 
turns of  their  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  busi- 
ness, shall  determine  the  rules  of  their  own  proceedings,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  direct;  and  the  Mayor  shall  preside  when  present,  and  have  a 
easting  vote;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor,  any  Alderman  present  may  be  ap- 
pointed to  preside  over  said  meeting. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  may  hold  stated  meetings,  and  special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  Mayor  or  any  two  Aldermen,  by  notice  to  each  of  the  members  of  said 
Council,  served  personally  or  left  at  his  usual  j^laee  of  abode. 

See.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Marshal,  Eecorder,  who 
shall  be  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  Treasurer,  Assessor  and  Collector,  Supervi- 
sor of  Streets,  Surveyor,  an  Attorney,  a  Sexton,  a  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures, 
and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary,  define  their  duties,  remove  them  from 
office  at  pleasure,  and  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  all  city  officers. 

Sec.  10. — All  officers,  elected  in  accordance  with  the  fourth  section  of  this  Act, 
may  be  removed  for  cause  from  such  office  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  City  Council, 
and  shall  be  furnished  with  the  charges  and  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  their 
defence;  and  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and 
the  production  of  papers  when  necessary. 

Sec.  11. — When  any  vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  death,  resignation  or  removal 
of  any  officer,  such  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  City  Council;  and  every  person  elect- 
ed or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  Act  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties 
thereof,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  supjoort  the  Consttiution 
of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of  this  Territory  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and 
that  he  will  well  and  truly  perform  all  the  duties  of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  know- 
ledge and  ability;  and  he  shall  be  required  to  give  bonds  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
city  ordinances,  which  oath  and  bonds  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  Recorder. 

Sec.  12. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof,  and,  when  necessaiy,  create  additional  Wards,  and  add 
to  the  number  of  Aldermen  and  Councilors,  and  proiDortion  them  among  the  several 
Wards  as  may  be  just  and  most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  said  city. 

See.  13. — The  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  be  a  Conservator  of  the  Peace  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  shall  give  bonds  and  qualify  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace;  and 
when  so  qualified  shall  possess  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  in  civil  and 
criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  and  may  be  commissioned  by 
the  Governor  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  said  city.  He  shall  account  for  and 
pay  over  all  fines  and  forfeitures,  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  into  the 
city  Treasury,  and  all  fines  and  forfeitures,  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  Territory, 
into  the  County  Treasury;  and  shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
into  efiect  all  ordinances  of  said  city.  Appeals  may  be  had,  from  any  decision  or 
judgment  of  a  Justice's  Court,  in  the  samemanneras  are  or  may  be  provided  by  statute 
for  appeals  from  Justice's  Courts;  and  he  shall  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  city 
Treasury,  within  three  months,  all  fines  or  forfeitures  received  by  him  by  virtue  of 
his  office;  and  he  shall  keep  a  docket,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  City 
Council  and  all  other  i>arties  interested. 

Sec.  14. — All  process  issued  by  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  be  directed  to  the 
Marshal  or  other  legal  officer;  and,  in  execution  thereof,  he  shall  be  governed  by  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  15. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  make  and  kee]>  accurate  records 
of  all  the  ordinances  made  bv  the  City  Council  and  all  their  proceedings  in  a  Corpor- 
ate capacity,  which  record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  insj)ection  of  the  electors 
of  said  city  and  all  other  parties  interested;  and  shall  audit  all  accounts  of  said  Incor- 
poration.   He  shall  have  and  keep  a  plat  of  all  surveys  within  the  city;  and  he  is 
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hereby  authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  transfers  and  other  instru- 
ments of  writing,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by 
city  ordinance. 

Sec.  16. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  city, 
and  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  in  such  manner  as 
the  City  Council  shall  direct.  He  shall  pay  all  funds,  that  may  come  to  his  hands  by 
virtue  ofhis  office,  upon  orders  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts;  and  shall 
report  to  tie  City  Council  a  true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  as  they 
may  require. 

Sec.  17. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  within  the  city,  by  ordinance,  to 
annually  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  property  in  the  city  made 
taxable  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  for  the  following  named  purposes,  to  wit:  not  to  ex- 
ceed five  mills  on  the  dollar  for  contingent  expenses,  nor  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the 
dollar  to  open,  improve  and  keep  in  repair  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  City  Council 
is  further  empowered  to  divide  the  city  into  School  Districts,  provide  for  the  election 
of  Trustees,  appoint  a  Board  of  School  Inspectors,  annually  assess  and  collect  and  ex- 
pend the  necessary  tax  for  school  purposes,  and  for  furnishing  the  city  with  water  for 
irrigating  and  other  purposes,  and  regulate  and  control  the  same;  and  furthermore,  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary,  to  control  the  watercourses  leading  thereto. 

Sec.  18. — The  City  Council  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  the  finances 
and  property  of  said  city. 

Sec.  19. — To  require,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of,  every  able  male  resident  of 
the  city,  over  the  age  of  eighteen  and  under  the  age  of  fifty  years,  to  labor  not  to  exceed 
two  days  in  each  year  upon  the  streets;  but  every  person  may,  at  his  option,  pay  two 
dollars  for  the  day  he  shall  be  so  bound  to  labor,  provided  it  be  paid  within  five  days 
from  the  time  he  shall  be  notified  by  the  Street  Supervisor.  In  default  of  payment  as 
aforesaid,  the  same  may  be  collected  as  other  taxes. 

Sec.  20. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money  for  city  purposes, 
the  interest  of  which  shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  city  revenue  arising  from 
taxes  of  the  previous  year. 

Sec.  21. — The  City  Council  shall  have  powe^,  by  ordinance,  to  regulate  the  form 
of  the  assessment  rolls.  The  annual  assessment  roll  shall  be  returned  by  the  Assessor 
on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June  of  each  year,  but  the  time  may  be  extended  or 
additions  made  thereto  by  order  of  the  City  Council.  On  the  return  thereof,  the  City 
Council  shall  fix  a  day  for  hearing  objections  thereto;  and  any  person  feeling  aggriaved 
by  the  assessment  of  his  projoerty  may  appear  at  the  time  specified  and  make  his 
objections,  which  shall  be  heard  and  determined  upon  by  the  City  Council;  and  they 
shall  have  power  to  alter,  add  to,  take  form  and  otherwise  correct  and  revise  said 
assessment  roll. 

Sec.  22. — The  Collector  shall  be  furnished,  within  thirty  days  after  the  assessment 
rolls  are  corrected,  with  a  list  of  taxes  to  be  collected;  and,  if  not  paid  when  demand- 
ed, the  Collector  shall  have  power  to  collect  said  taxes  with  interest  and  cost,  by  suit 
in  the  Corporate  name,  as  may  be  provided  by  ordinance.  The  assessment  roll  shall 
in  all  cases  be  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  Corporation. 

Sec.  23. — To  appropriate  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  and  debts 
of  the  city. 

Sec.  24.— To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases 
into  the  city;  to  make  quarantine  laws  and  enforce  the  same  within  the  city  and 
around  it,  not  exceeding  ten  miles  next  beyond  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  25.— To  examine,  license  and  regulate  the  practice  of  surgeons  and  physicians; 
to  prohibit,  prevent  and  punish,  by  fine  and  imprisonment,  the  imposition  of  quacks 
and  other  medical  pretenders;  to  establish  hospitals  and  infirmaries,  and  make  regu- 
lations to  secure  the  general  health  of  the  inhabitants;  to  declare  what  shall  be  nui- 
sances and  prevent  and  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  26.— To  provide  the  city  with  water;  to  dig  wells,  lay  nump  logs  and  pipes 
and  erect  pumps  in  the  streets  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  the  convenience  of 
the  inhabitants. 

Sec.  27.— To  direct  or  prohibit  the  location  and  management  of  houses  for  the 
storing  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin  or  other  combustible  and  dangerous  materials 
within  the  city,  and  to  regulate  the  conveying  of  gunpowder. 

See.  28.— To  exclusively  control,  regulate,  repair,  amend  and  clear  the  streets, 
alleys,  bridges,  sidewalks  or  crosswalks,  and  open,  widen,  straighten  or  vacate  streets 
and  alleys  and  put  drainsor  ditches  and  sewers  therein,  and  prevent  the  encumbering 
of  the  streets  in  any  manner,  and  protect  the  same  from  any  encroachment  and  inj  ury 

Sec.  29,— To  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  and  erecting  lamp  posts;' to  erect 
market  houses  and  establish  markets  and  market  places,  and  provide  for  the  p-overn- 
•  m.ent  and  regulation  thereof.  ° 

Sec.  30.— To  provide  for  the  erection  of  all  needful  buildings  for  the  use  of  the 
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city,  and  for  enclosing,  improving  and  regulating  all  public  grounds  belonging  to  the 
city. 

Sec.  31. — To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  BJanufacturers,  sellers  or 
venders  of  spirituous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tippling-shop 
keepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coffee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other  houses  or 
places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  wines  or  other  liquors,  whether  ardent,  vinous 
or  fermented. 

Sec.  32. — To  license,  tax  and  regulate  'auctioneers,  merchants,  retailers,  groceries, 
ordinaries,  hawkers,  peddlers,  brokers,  pawnbrokers  and  money  changers. 

Sec.  33 — To  regulate  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  any  ardent  spirits  or  other  in- 
toxicating liquors  by  any  shopkeeper,  grocer  or  trader,  to  be  drank  in  any  shop,  store, 
grocery,  outhouse,  yard,  garden  or  other  place  within  the  city,  except  by  persons  or  at 
places  duly  licensed;  to  forbid  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent  spirits  or  other  in- 
toxicating liquors  to  any  child,  apprentice  or  servant,  without  the  consent  of  his  or 
her  parent,  guardian,  master  or  mistress,  or  to  any  Indian. 

Sec.  34. — To  regulate  and  license  or  prohibit  butchers,  and  to  revoke  their  license 
for  malconduct  in  the  course  of  trade,  and  to  regulate,  license  and  restrain  the  sale  of 
fresh  meat  and  vegetables  in  the  city. 

Sec.  35. — To  license,  tax,  reguJate,  suppress  or  prohibit  billiard  tables,  pin  alleys, 
nine  or  ten  pin  alleys,  or  table  and  ball  alleys;  to  suppress  or  restrain  all  disorderly 
houses  and' groceries;  to  authorize  the  destruction  and  demolition  of  instruments  and 
devices  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming,  and  all  kinds  of  gambling;  to  prevent  any  riot , 
noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assemblages;  and  to  retain  and  punish  vagrants, 
jnendieants,  street  beggars  and  prostitutes. 

Sec.  36. — To  regulate,  suppress  or  prohibit  all  exhibitions  of  common  showmen, 
shows  of  every  kind,  concerts  or  other  musical  entertainments,  exhibitions  of  natural 
or  artificial  curiosities,  caravans,  circuses,  theatrical  performances,  ball  rooms  and  all 
other  exhibitions  and  amusements. 

Sec.  37.— To  license,  tax  and  regulate  hacking,  carriages,  wagons,  carts  and  drays, 
and  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  carriage  of  persons  and  for  wdgonage,  cartage 
and  drayage  of  property;  as  also  to  license  and  regulate  j)orters  and  fix  the  rate  of 
porterage. 

Sec.  38. — To  provide  for  the  prevention  ond  extinguishment  of  fires;  to  regulate 
the  fixing  of  chimneys  and  flues  thereof  and  stove  pipes;  and  to  organize  and  establish 
fire  companies. 

Sec.  39. — To  regulate  and  order  prrapet  walls  and  other  partition  fences. 

Sec.  40 — To  establish  standard  weights  and  measures,  and  regulate  the  weights 
and  measures  to  be  used  in  the  city,  in  all  cases  not  provided  for  by  law. 

Sec.  41. — To  provide  for  the  inspecting  and  measuring  of  lumber  and  other  build- 
ing materials,  and  for  the  measurement  of  all  kinds  of  mechanical  work. 

Sec.  42. — To  j)rovide  for  the  inspectien  and  weighing  of  hay,  lime  and  stone  coal, 
and  the  measuring  of  charcoal,  firewood  and  other  fuel  to  be  sold  or  used  within  the 
city. 

Sec.  43. — To  provide  for  and  regvilate  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  beef,  pork,  flour 
and  meal,  also  beer,  whisky  and  brandy,  and  all  other  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  44. — To  regulate  the  weight  and  quality  of  bread  sold  and  used  in  the 
city. 

Sec.  45. — The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  city,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges. 

Sec.  46. — To  jirovide  for  taking  the  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city;  to 
regulate  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  registration  of  births  and  deaths;  to  direct  the  re- 
turning and  keeping  of  bills  of  mortality,  and  to  impose  penalties  on  physicians,  sex- 
tons and  others  for  any  default  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  47. — To  prevent  horse  racing,  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  the  streets, 
and  to  authorize  their  being  stopped  by  any  person;  to  punish  or  prohibit  the  abuse  of 
animals;  to  provide  for  the  putting  up  of  posts  in  the  front  of  city  lots,  to  which  to 
fasten  horses  and  other  animals;  to  comi^el  the  fastening  of  horses,  mules,  oxen  or 
other  animals  attached  to  vehicles,  while  standing  or  remaining  in  the  streets. 

Sec.  48. — To  prevent  the  encumbering  of  the  streets  or  sidewalks^  lanes,  alleys  or 
public  grounds  with  carriages,  tents,  wagons,  carts,  sleighs,  horses  or  other  animals, 
sleds,  wheelbarrows,  boxes,  lumber,  timber,  firewood,  posts,  awnings,  signs,  adobies 
or  any  material  or  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  49. — To  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the  running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses, 
mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry;  and  to  tax,  prevent  or  regulate 
the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the  same  when  at  large  con- 
trary to  city  ardinance. 

Sec.  50.— To  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  grocery,  cellar,  tallow  chandler 
shop,  soap  factory,  tannery,  stable,  barn,  privy,  sewer  or  any  unwholesome  place  to 
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cleanse,  remove  or  abate  the  same  from  time  to*  time,  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  health,  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city 

Sec.  51. — To  direct  the  location  and  management  of  and  regulate  breweries  and 
tanneries;  and  to  direct  the  location,  management  and  construction  of  and  restrain  or 
prohibit  within  the  city  distilleries,  slaughtering  establishments  and  all  establish- 
ments or  places  Avhere  nauseous,  offensive  or  unwholesome  business  may  be 
carried  on. 

Sec.  52. — To  jDrevent  any  person  from  bringing,  depositing  or  having  within  the 
limits  of  the  city  any  dead  carcass  or  any  unwholesome  substance,  and  to  require  the 
removarl  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  person  who  shall  have  placed  or  caused  to  be 
placed  upon  or  near  his  premises  or  near  any  of  the  streams  of  this  city  any  such  sub- 
stance, or  any  putrid  or  unsound  beef,  pork  or  fish,  hides  or  skins  of  any  kind;  and,  on  his 
default,  to  authorize  the  removal  or  destruction  of  the  same  by  any  officer  of  said 
city. 

See.  53,— To  direct  and  regulate  the  planting  and  preserving  trees  in  the  streets 
and  public  grounds;  and  regulate  the  fencing  of  lots  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
city. 

Sec.  54.— To  prevent  the  ringing  of  bells,  the  blowing  of  horns  and  bugles,  the 
crying  of  goods  and  all  other  noises,  performances  and  devices  tending  to  disturb  the 
I)eace  and  qu^.et  of  the  city. 

Sec.  55.— To  grant  and  issue  licenses,  and  direct  the  manner  of  issuing  and  regis- 
tering thereof.  Bonds  may  be  taken  on  the  granting  of  licenses,  for  the  due  obser- 
vance of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  56. — To  require  every  merchant,  retailer,  trader  and  dealer  in  merchandise 
or  property  of  every  descrij)tion,  which  is  sold  by  measure  or  weight,  to  cause  their 
weights  and  measures  to  be  sealed  by  the  City  Sealer  and  to  be  subject  to  his  insoec- 
tion;  the  standard  of  which  weights  and  mejisures  shall  be  conformable  to  those  estab- 
lished by  law. 

Sec.  57.— Th^  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  ordinances  and  resolu- 
tions, not  contrary  to  nor  conflicting  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  the  laws,  of  this  Territory,  as  may  be  necessary  and  expedient  to  carry  into 
eflect  the  pov^^ers  vested  in  the  City  Council  or  any  officer  of  said  city  by  this  Act;  and 
enforce  observance  of  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  made  in  pursuance  of  this  Act, 
by  penalties  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six 
months,  or  both. 

Sec.  58.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  authority  and  power  to  establish 
and  regulate  the  Police  of  the  city;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the 
breach  of  any  ordinances;  to  provide  for  the  recovery  of  such  fines  and  forfeitures  and 
the  enforcement  of  such  penalties;  and  to  pass,  make,  ordain,  establish  and  execute 
all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  n>ay  deem  necessary  for  carrying  into  eflect  and 
executioh  the  powers  specified  in  this  Act,  and  for  the  peace,  good  order,  regulation, 
convenience  and  cleanliness  of  the  city,  for  the  protection  of  property  therein  from 
destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health,  safety  and  happiness  of  the  inhab- 
itants thereof. 

Sec.  59.— To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  offenders  and  vagrants  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  or  city  jail,  or  by  compelling  them  to  labor  on  the  streets  or  other 
public  works  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid,  in  all  cases  where  such  oflenders  or 
vagrants  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  fines  and  forfeitures  which  may  ba  awarded 
against  them. 

Sec.  60.— All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  one  month 
after  they  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said  city,  or 
certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  pla(?es  in  said 
city. 

Sec.  61.— All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  seal  of  the  Corporation; 
and,  when  printed  or  published  in  book  form,  purporting  to  be  printed  or  published 
by  authority  of  the  City  Council,  the  same  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all  courts 
or  places  without  further  jiroof. 

Sec.  62.— When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  take  private  property  for  opening,  wide- 
ening  or  altering«any  public  street,  lane,  avenue  or  alley,  the  Corporation  shall  make 
a  just  compensation  therefor  to  the  person  whose  property  is  so  taken;  and  if  the 
amount  of  such  compensation  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of  six  disinterested  men,  who  shall  be 
inhabitants  of  the  city. 

Sec.  63.— All  jurors,  empannelled  to  inquire  into  theamountof  benefit  or  damage 
that  shall  happen  to  the  owners  of  property  so  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  first  be  sworn  to 
that  effect;  and  shall  return  to  the  Mayor  or  presiding  officer  of  the  City  Council  their 
inquest  in  writing,  signed  by  each  juror. 

Sec.  64.— All  officers  of  the  city,  created  conservators  of  the  peace  by  this  Act, 
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shall  have  power  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  with  or  without  process,  all  persons 
who  shall  break  the  peace,  commit  for  examination  and,  if  necessary,  detain  such 
nersons  in  custody,  not  exceeding  forty-eight  hours,  in  the  city  prison  or  other  safe 
place;  and  shall  have  and  exercise  such  other  powers,  as  conservators  of  the  peace,  as 
the  City  Council  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  65.— The  City  Council  shall  cause  to  published  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  Grantsville  City,  or  posted  up  in  three  public  places,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  a  statement  of  the  ambunt  of  the  city  revenue,  specifying  in 
said  statement  whence  derived  and  for  what  disbursed.

CHAPTER    XII. 

Avi  ACT  incorjooratiiig  Brigham  City. 

Wee.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  country  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries  in 
Box  Elder  County,  to  wit:  commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Martin  Luther  En- 
sign's land  claim  on  the  Territorial  road,  about  one  mile  northeast  of  the  Court  House 
in  Brigham  City,  thence  west  to  the  Big  Slough  between  said  Territorial  road  and 
Bear  River  west,  thence  south  along  said  Slough  to  a  poyit  west  of  the  lane  passing 
between  the  two  enclosures  called  the  Welsh  Field  and  Welsh  Settlement,  thence 
east  to  the  west  line  of  Cache  County,  thence  north  to  a  point  east  of  the  place  of  be- 
ginning, and  thence  west  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  be  known  and  designated 
under  the  name  and  style  of  Brigham  City;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal  which  they  change  and  alter  at 
pleasure. 

Sec.  2.— The  inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shallhave 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold 
projDei'ty  real  and  personal  in  said  city;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  real  property  be- 
yond the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  tise  of  the  inhabit- 
ants^of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  ben- 
efit of  sjiid  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in 
relation  thereto  as  natural  iiersons. 

Sec.  3.— There  shall  be  a  City  Council,  to  consist  of.  a  Mayor  and  five  Councilors, 
who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  oftices  for  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  City  Council  shall  judge  of  the  qualifica- 
tions, elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form 
a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance;  there  shall  also  be  elected  in  like  manner  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  who 
shall  have  the  qualifications  of  voters,  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  and  have 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city. 

Sec.  4. — The  Mayor  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices, 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they  will  well  and  truly 
perform  all  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  abilities. 

Sec.  5.— One  Mayor  and  five  Councilors  shall  be  elected  biennially,  and  the  first 
election  under  this  Act  shall  be  at  such  times  in  said  city  as  the  Probate  Judge  of  Box 
Elder  County  shall  direct:  Provided,  said  election  shall  be  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
in  August  next.  Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  as  now  is  provided  by  laAV 
for  the  holding  of  elections  for  County  and  Territorial  officers;  and,  at  the  said  first  elec- 
tion, all  electors  within  said  city  limits  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  6.— The  clerks  of  election  shall  leave  with  each  person  elected,  or  at  his  usual 
place  of  residence,  within  five  days  after  the  election,  a  written  notice  of  his  election; 
and  each  person  so  notified  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  election,  take  the  oath  or 
affirmation  hereinbefore  mentioned,  a  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be  deposited  with 
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the  Recorder,  whose  appointment  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  be  by  him  pre- 
served; "and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held,  conducted  and  returns  thereof 
made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7. — The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  for  city 
puiposes  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of 'the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof; 
and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same,  to  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  to  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  8. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Recorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define  the 
duties  of  all  city  officers  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  this  Act,  bonds  with  security,  for  the  faithful  i^erformance  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  also  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an 
oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10. — The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain, 
establish  and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace, 
benefit,  good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  city;  for  the  pro- 
tection of  property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  health 
and  happiness  of  the  inhabicants  thereof;  and  shall  have  control  of  the  water  and  water 
courses  leadingto  the  city:  Provided,  that  such  control  shall  not  be  exercised  to  the  injury 
of  any  rights  already  acquired  by  actual  settlers  thereon ;  and  shall  have  control  of  the  wa- 
ter courses  and  mill  privileges  within  said  city;  but  in  no  case  shall  they  interfere  with 
the  natural  rights  of  others  heretofore  acquired  in  relation  to  water.  They  shall  have 
power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  otherwise, 
of  any  of  the  officers  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  the  officers  of 
said  Corporation.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11.— All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,  within  ten  days  after 
they  shall  have  been  passed,  be  published  in  soma  newspaper  printed  in  said  city,  or 
certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  city. 
They  shall  not  be  in  force  until  thus  published  or  posted  up. 

Sec.  12.— All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  Seal  of  Corporation 
affixed  thereto;  and,  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  purport- 
ing to  be  printed  or  published  by  the "  authority  of  the  Corporation,  the  same  shall  be 
received  in  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places,  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  13.— The  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  said  city  shall  have  all  the  powers  of 
other  Justices  of  the  Peace,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of 
the  Territory.  They  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws 
and  give  the  same  bonds  and  securities  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace.  They  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  Corporation,  and 
shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  such  ordinances  into  execution. 
Appeals  may  be  had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Justices,  arising  under  the 
ordinances  of  said  city,  or  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  to  the  Probate  Court  of  said  Box 
Elder  County,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  or  may  be  taken  from  other  Justices 
of  the  Peace. 

Sec.  14.— The  Mayor  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  said  Corporation;  he 
shall  preside  m  the  City  Council,  and  shall  have  power  to  veto  any  ordinance  when 
notpassed  by  four-fifths  majority,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  sign  all  city  ordinances. 

teec.  15.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the 
running  at  large  of  cattle  horses,  mules,  sheep,  swine,  goats  and  all  kinds  of  poultry; 
and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the 
same  when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  16.— To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinous  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tip- 
pling shopkeepers  boarding  victualing  or  coffeehouses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other

named  corner:  Provided,  that  all  rights  heretofore  granted  by  the  County  Court  of 
Utah  County  within  said  described  territory  shall  remain  in  force. 

Sec.  3 — Any  law  conflicting  with  this  Act  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4. — This  Act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Jones,  Peter  Stubbs,  David  Cluff,jr.,  David  John  and  their  associates  and  successors 
are  hereby  constituted  a  Body  Corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  tlie  Provo  City 
Library  and  Reading  Room  Association;  and  by  said  name  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase, receive  and  hold  property  real  and  personal;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  make  and  adopt  such  bje-laws  as  they 
may  deem  requisite. -and  proper  for  carrying  into  effect  the  object  of  tiie  Association, 
not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  2. — The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  establish  and  conduct  a  library 
of  books,  maps,  charts  and  scientific  instruments,  and  connect  therewith  a  lecture  an'd 
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reading  room;  and  to  collect  and  preserve  evidences  of  the  early  and  current  history 
of  this  Territory,  its  progress  in  settlement  and  population;  and  for  this  purpose  said 
Association  may ;;  raise  means  by  the  sale  of  shares  and  by  contribution  and  dona- 
tion. '  .    T,r       J        • 

See.  3.— The  members  of  said  Association  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in 
August,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  annually  thereafter  on  the  second 
Monday  in  February,  elect  a  President,  Secretary  and  five  Directors,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected;  they  shall  constitute  a 
Board,  a  majority  of  whom  may  form  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  shall  have  power 
to  fill  all  vacancies  that  mav  occur  in  the  Board  by  death,  or  otherwise,  and  to  appoint 
a  Treasurer,  Librarian  and  such  other  officers  as  may  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  Act.

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  Alexander  F.  McDonald,  Warren  N.  Dusenbury,  and  Shadrach 
Holdaway  of  Utah  County,  William  M.  Wall  and  Nymphas  Murdock  of  Wasatch 
County,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  become  stockholders  in  the  Corporation  here- 
by created,  are  made  and  constituted  a  Body  Corporate  for  the  purposes  hereinafter 
specified,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Provo  Canon  Road  Company,  with  peri>et- 
-ual  succession  for  the  term  of  twenty  years;  and  in  their  corporate  name  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  actions  at  law  and  equity  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion; to  jjurchase  and  hold,  lease,  rent  or  convey  real  estate  or  personal  property;  to 
sell  and  transfer  the  same,  and  to  do  and  ijerform  any  and  all  acts  in  their  Corporate 
name  that  any  individual  can  or  has  a  lawful  right  to  do;  to  make  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  to  do  all  other  acts  necessary  for  the  proj^er 
exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  and  the  privileges  granted  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  2. — The  capital  stock  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased 
by  said  Corporators  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  and  deemed  personal  property. 
Each  subscriber  of  stock  shall  pay,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  twenty  per  cent,  of  the 
sum  subscribed,  and  the  remainder  in  installments  when  called  for  by  the  Board  of 
Directors.  Shares  shall  be  represented  by  a  certificate  signed  by  the  President  and 
Secretaiy,  and  shall  be  transferable  upon  the  books  of  the  Company  in  such  manner 
as  their  bye-laws  may  direct.  Shareholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share, 
at  all  elections  or  business  meetings. 

Sec.  3.— The  Corporators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  open  books  for  the  subscrip- 
tion of  stock  at  Provo  City,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  tvreiity  days 
notice  of  which  shall  be  given  by  posting  notices  in  six  of -the  most  public  places  in 
Utah  and  Wasatch  Counties;  and  when  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed, 
said  Corporators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  give  notice  in  like  manner  to  the  stock- 
holders to  meet  and  organize  said  Company  by  electing  a  President  and  five  Directors, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied. ■, 

Sec.  4.— The  President  aiad  Directors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their 
offices  to  v>^hich  they  liave  been  elected,  shall  give  bonds,  conditioned  f©r  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Probate  Judge  of  Utah  County 
and  filed  in  his  office.  The  said  President  and  Directors  shall  form  a  Board,  a  major- 
ity of  whom  may  do  business,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur 
in  the  Board  by  death,  or  otherwise;  to  appoint  a  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Superintendent 
of  Roads  and  all  officers  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act;  and 
may  require  them  to  give  bonds  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
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duties;  and  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and  make  such  bye-laws  and  regulations  as  may- 
be necessary  for  building,  protecting  and  keeping  in  repair  Provo  Cafion  Road;  for  the 
preservation  of  the  timber  in  the  Canon  and  its  tributaries,  and  for  all  purposes  what- 
soever pertaining  to  the  interest  of  said  Company,  not  contravening  the  laws  of  tlxe 
United  States  or  of  this  Territory, 

Sec.  5. — The  said  Company  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  granted,  to  build  a  good  substantial  wagon  road  through  Provo  Cafion,  com- 
mencing at  Provo  City  and  extending  through  said  Carion  to  Provo  Valley  in  Wa- 
satch County.  And  when  the  aforesaid  Company  shall  have  completed  said  road  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  Territorial  Road  Commissioner,  atoll  gate  may  be  established 
thereon  and  toll  collected  at  the  following  rates:

Provided,  that  persons  hauling  timber,  fuel  or  produce  from  within  thirty  miles  o  f 
Provo  City  shall  pay  but  one  way,  being  entitled  to  a  return  ticket  free. 

See.  6. — Any  person  forcibly  or  fraudulently  iiassing  any  toll  gate  erected  on  said 
road  shall,  for  each  offlense,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and 
costs,  to  be  i^rosecuted  for  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  by  any  officer,  agent,  ser- 
vant, or  stockholder,  in  the  name  of  said  Company;  and  if  any  person  shall  obstruct, 
break,  injure  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  road  of  said  Company,  or  any  work  or  fixture 
attached  to  or  in  use  upon  the  same,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall,  for  every 
such  offense,  be  liable  to  a  civil  suit  for  the  recovery  of  damages  by  said  Company, 
and  shall  also  be  subject  to  indictment  and,  uiDon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by 
fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  7.— Any  toll  gatherer,  duly  authorized  by  the  President  and  Directors  of  said 
Company,  may  detain  and  prevent  from  passing  through  his  gate  any  person  riding, 
leading  or  driving  animals  and  any  carriage  or  other  vehicle,  until  he  has  received  the 
tolls  authorized  by  this  Act. 

Sec.  8. — Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Legislative 
Assembly  from  altering  and  amending  the  same  at  pleasure. 

See.  9. — An  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Prove  Kanyon  Road  Com- 
pany," "approved  January  20th,  1865,"  is  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER    XVII. 

An  ACT  incorporating  the    City  of  Coalville,  in  Summit  County. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  all  that  district  of  country  embraced  in  the  following  boundaries,  in 
Summit  County,  to  wit:  commencing  at  the  Wasatch  Coal  Bed,  thence  south  three 
miles,  thence  west  to  the  Weber  River,  thence  down  tlie  west  bank  of  said  river 
three  miles,  thence  east  to  the  jilace  of  beginning,  shall  be  known  and  designated  under 
the  name  and  style  of  Coalville  City;  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  hereby 
constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal  which  they  may  change  and  alter 
nt  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  Inhabitants  of  said  city,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  shall  have 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  'be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  in  all  actions  whatsoever;  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold 
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property  real  and  personal  in  said  city;  to  pnrehasa,  receive  and  hold  real  property  be- 
yond the  city  for  burying  grounds  or  other  public  purposes  for  the  use  of  the  inhabit- 
ants of  said  city;  to  sell,  lease,  convey  or  dispose  of  property  real  and  personal  for  the  ben- 
efit of  said  city;  to  improve  and  protect  such  property,  and  to  do  all  other  things  in 
relation  thereto  as  natural  persons. 

Sec.  3.— There  shall  be  a  City  Council,  to  consist  of  a  Mayor  and  five  Councilors, 
who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
qualified  voters  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  The  Gity  Council  shall  judge  of  the  qualifiea- 
ions,  elections  and  returns  of  their  own  members,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  form 
a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  "from  day  to  day,  and 
compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance;  there  shall  also  be  elected  in  like  manner  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  who 
shall  have  the  qualifications  of  voters,  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  and  have 
jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city. 

Sec.  4.— The  Mayor  and  Councilors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices, 
shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  they  will  support  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  and  that  they  will  well  and  truly 
perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  to  the  best  of  tlieir  skill  and  abilities. 

Sec.  5.— One  May  or  and  five  CouDcilors  shall  be  elected  biennially,  and  the  first 
election  under  this  Act  shall  be  at  such  times  in  said  city  as  the  Probate  Judge  of  Sum- 
mit County  shall  direct:  Provided,  said  election  shall  be  on  or  before  the  first  Monday 
in  August  next.  Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  as  now  is  provided  by  law 
for  the  holding  of  elections  for  County  and  Territorial  officers;  and,  at  the  said  first  elec- 
tion, all  electors  within  said  city  limits  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  6.— The  clerks  of  election  shall  leave  with  each  person  elected,  or  at  his  usual 
place  of  residence,  within  five  days  after  the  election,  a  written  notice  of  his  election; 
and  each  person  so  notified  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  election,  take  the  oath  or 
affirmation  hereinbefore  mentioned,  a  certificate  of  which  oath  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Recorder,  whose  appointment  is  hereinafter  provided  for,  and  be  by  him  pre- 
served; and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held,  conducted  and  returns  thereof 
made  as  may  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Sec.  7.— The  City  Council  shall  have  authority  to  levy  and  collect  taxes  for  city 
purposes  upon  all  taxable  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  the  city, 
not  exceeding  one  half  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  assessed  value  thereof; 
and  may  enforce  the  payment  of  the  Same,  to  be  provided  for  by  ordinance  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  to  the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  8.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Recorder,  Treasurer, 
Assessor  and  Collector,  Marshal  and  Supervisor  of  Streets.  They  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  appoint  all  such  other  officers,  by  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary,  define  the 
duties  of  all  city  officers  and  remove  them  from  office  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  9.— The  City  Council  Shall  have  power  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  this  Act,  bonds  with  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  also  to  require  of  all  officers,  appointed  as  aforesaid,  to  take  an 
oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  thf:  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  10.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain, 
establish  and  execute  all  such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  or  the  laws  of  this  Territory,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  peace, 
benefit,  good  order,  regulation,  convenience  and  cleanliness  of  said  citv;  for  the  pro- 
tection of  property  therein  from  destruction  by  fire  or  otherwise,  and  for  the  benefit 
and  happiness  of  the  inhabirauts  thereof;  and  shall  have  control  of  the  water  andwater 
courses  leading  to  the  city:  Provided,  that  such  control  shall  not  be  exercised  to  the  injurv 
of  any  rights  already  acquired  by  actual  settlers;  and  shall  have  control  of  the  wa- 
tercourses and  mill  privileges  within  said  city;  but  in  no  case  shall  they  interfere  with 
the  natural  rights  of  others  heretofore  acquired  in  relation  to  water.  They  shall  liave 
power  to  fiUall  vacancies  that  may  happen  by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  otherwise 
of  any  of  the  officers  herein  made  elective;  to  fix  and  establish  the  fees  of  the  officers  of 
said  Corporation.  The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  divide  the  city  into  Wards  and 
specify  the  boundaries  thereof. 

Sec.  11.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  within  the  City,  by  ordi- 
nance, to  license,  regulate  or  restrain  the  keeping  of  ferries  and  toll  bridges." 

Sec.  12.— All  ordinances  passed  by  the  City  Council  shall,   within  ten  days  after 
they  shall  bave  been  passed,  be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said  city  or 
certified  copies  thereof  be  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  city 
They  shall  not  be  in  force  until  thus  published  or  posted  up. 

Sec.  13.— All  ordinances  of  the  city  may  be  proven  by  the  Seal  of  Corporation 
affixed  thereto;  and,  when  printed  or  published  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  purport- 
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ing  to  be  printed  or  published  by  the  authority  of  the  Corporation,  the  same  shall  be 
received  in  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places,  without  further  proof. 

See.  14.— The  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  said  city  shall  have  all  the  powers  of 
other  Justices  of  the  Peace,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  of 
the  Territory.  They  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be  governed  by  the  same  laws 
and  give  the  same  bonds  and  securities  as  other  Justices  of  the  Peace.  They  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  Corporation,  and 
shall  issue  such  process  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  such  ordinances  into  execution. 
Appeals  may  be  had  from  any  decision  or  judgment  of  said  Justices,  arising  under  the 
ordinances  of  said  city,  or  the  laws  of  the  Territory,  to  the  Probate  Court  of  said  Sum- 
mit County,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  or  may  be  taken  from  other  Justices 
of  the  Peace. 

Sec.  15.— The  Mayor  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  said  Corporation;  he 
shall  preside  in  the  City  Council,  and  shall  have  power  to  veto  any  ordiuance  when 
not  passed  by  four-flfths  majority,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  sign  all  city  ordinances. 

Sec.  16.— The  City  Council  shall  have  power  to  restrain,  regulate  or  prohibit  the 
running  at  large  of  cattle,  horses,  mules,  sheep,  sv/ine,  goats  and  ail  kinds  of  poultry; 
and  to  tax  and  regulate  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  the  destruction  of  the 
same  when  at  large  contrary  to  city  ordinance. 

Sec.  17.— To  license,  regulate,  prohibit  or  restrain  the  manufacturing,  selling  or 
giving  away  of  spirituous,  vinotis  or  fermented  liquors,  tavern  keepers,  dram  or  tip- 
pling shopkeepers,  boarding,  victualing  or  coiiee  houses,  restaurants,  saloons  or  other, 
houses  or  places  for  the  selling  or  giving  away  of  ardent,  vinous  or  fermented 
liquors. 

Sec.  18.— The  City  Council  shall  have  exclusive  power  by  ordinance  to  regulate 
the  Police  of  the  city;  to  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  merchants  and  retail- 
ers; to  license,  tax  and  regulate  theatrical  and  other  exhibitions,  shows  and  amuse- 
ments; to  tax,  restrain,  prohibit  and  suppress  gaming,  bawdy  and  other  disorderly 
houses. 

Sec.  19.— This  Act  shall  be  in  force  on  and  after  the  tenth  day  of  February, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  may  be  amended  or  repealed  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.

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CHAPTER    XVIII. 

An  ACT  inGor2ioraiing  the  Kaysville  Wagon  Road  Company. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah;  That  Christopher  Layton,  Roswell  Hyde  and  John  S.  Smith,  with  their 
associates  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  Body  Corporate  in  law,  with  succession 
for  ten  yeai's,  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Kaysville  Wagon  Road  Com- 
pany; which  Company  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed in  all  courts  of  law  having  jurisdiction;  to  receive,  by  gift  or  purchase,  and  hold  as 
much  real  estate  and  jDcrsonal  property  as  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect 
the  provisions  or  this  Act;  and  to  pass,  by  vote  of  the  stockholders,  all  needful  bye- 
laws  for  the  government  of  said  Company,  and  jnay  have  and  use  a  common  seal 
which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2. — The  capital  stock  of  said  Company  shall  be  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each,  which  shares  shall  be  assignable  and  transferable  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  bye-laws  of  said  Company. 

Sec.  3. — "Within  thirty  days  next  after  the  approval  of  this  Act,  the  stockholders 
shall  meet  and  proceed  to  organize  the  Company  by  electing  the  following  officers:— 
a  President,  not  more  than  five  Directors,  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  a  majority 
of  whom  shall  form  a  Board  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Company;  and 
they  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
and  they  shall  file  bonds,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Territorial  Treasurer,  with  him, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  several  duties.  Subsequent  meet- 
ings for  the  election  of  officers  may  be  provided  for  in  the  bye-laws  of  said  Company;

and  at  every  election  for  Company  officers  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  of  capital  stock  he  holds,  and  may  vot-e  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

Sec.  4.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  said  Company  to 
keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  in  good  repair  the  bridges  and  roads  specified  in  this  Act; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the  Board  of 
Directors  by  death,  or  otherwise,  until  the  next  election  of  officers;  to  appoint  a  Col- 
lector or  Collectors  of  toll,  a  Superintendent  of  Works  and  such  other  officers  and 
assistants  as  they  may  need;  to  decide  the  time,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  pay- 
ments shall  be  made  on  shares,  and  to  declare  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  Company  the 
share  or  shares  of  any  person  who  shall  fail  to  make  any  payment  so  required  to  be 
paid,  after  not  less  than  forty  days  notice  shall  have  been  given;  and  they  shall  cause 
to  be  issued  to  each  stockholder  a  certificate  of  the  number  of  shares  he  holds,  signed 
by  the  President,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  said  Com- 
pany; and  no  transfer  of  stock  shall  be  valid  in  law  until  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of 
said  Company. 

Sec.  5. — It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Company  to  locate  and  construct,  on  or 
near  the  present  traveled  road,  within  one  year  from  the  approval  of  this  Act,  a  good 
road  not  less  than  twenty  feet  wide;  tlie  saicl  road  to  be  made  on  the  most  practicable 
route,  not  to  exceed  one  mile  east  of  the  present  traveled  road,  to  commence  on  the 
north  at  Kay's  Creek,  in  Davis  County,  running  south  to  Kaysville  Settlement, 
thence  along  the  road  south  to  Haight's  Creek  in  the  said  county;  and  upon  the  com-  . 
pletion  of  one  half  of  the  distance  of  said  road,  or  when  evidence  shall  be  produced  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Territorial  Road  Commissioner  that  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars_ shall  have  been  justly  expended  upon  the  said  road,  the  Company  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  erect  not  exceeding  one  toll  gate,  and  to  *  demand  aud 
receive  one  half  of  the  rates  of  toll  as  are  hereinafter  provided;  and  when  the  whole  of 
the  road  shall  have  been  completed  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Territorial  Road  Commis- 
sioner, the  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  the  follawing  rates  of 
toll,  viz: 

cents 

For  any  vehicle  drawn  by  one  or  two  animals 25 

And  for  each  additional  pair  of  animals 25 

For  every  horse  or  mule  and  rider  or  led  horse  or  mule 10 

''    every  score  of  neat  cattle,  loose  horses  or  mules 50 

'      every  score  of  sheep 25 

Sec.  6.— The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  meetings  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  and  also  keep  an  account  of  all  receipts  add  expenditures  of  the  Company, 
which  at  all  times  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders,  and  be  laid  before 
the  shareholders  at  their  general  meetings;  and  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors  shall 
maive  an  annual  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  during  the  first  week  of  its  ses- 
sion, of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  arid  rates  of  toll;  and,"on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  November  in  each  year,  pay  into  the  County  Treasury  ten  per  cent,  of  the  nett 

prohtsoftheCompanyarisingfrom  tolls,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  common  schools 
in  said  county. 

Sec.  7.— The  Company  shall  keep  a  person  constantly  on  duty  at  the  gate  between 
the  hours  of  6  a.m.  and  9  p.m.;  and  from  the  hours  of  9  p.m.  to  G  a.m.  travelers  shall 
not  be  delayed  beyond  the  necessary  time. 

Sec.  8.— The  Company  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  to  persons  and  property 
which  may  occur  through  negligence  or  failure  on  their  part  to  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions and  specifications  of  this  Act:  Provided  that,  in  case  of  floods  or  severe  rain 
storms,  the  Company  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  time  to  repair  damages  to  the 
road. 

Sec.  9.— Any  person  forcibly  or  fraudulently  passing  sny  toll  gate  •erected  on  said 
road  shall,  for  each  oflfense,  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and 
costs,  to  be  prosecuted  for  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  by  any  officer,  agent,  ser- 
vant or  stockholder,  in  the  name  of  said  Company. 

Sec.  10.— If  any  person  shall  obstruct,  break,  injure  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  road 
of  s^d  Company,  or  any  Avork  or  fixture  attached  to  or  in  use  by  the  same,  the  person 
so  offending  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  liable  to  a  civil  suit  for  the  recovery  of 
"^°?fges  by  said  Company,  and  shall  be  subject  to  indictment  and,  upon  conviction, 
shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  11.— The  toll  gatherer,  duly  authorized  by  the  President  and  Directors  of  said 
Company,  may  detain  and  prevent  from  passsng  through  said  gate  any  person  riding 
leading  or  driving  animals,  and  any  carriage  or  other  vehicle,  until  he  has  received 
the  tolls  authorized  by  this  Act.

Sec.  12. — After  the  expiratiou  of  the  term  of  ten  years  before  mentioned  In  this 
Act,  the  said  road  shall  be  delivered  over  in  good  order  to  the  Territory  of  Utah,  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  Territorial  Road  Commissioner. 

Sec.  13. — Nothing  shall  be  so  construed  in  this  Act  as  to  prevent  the  Legislative 
Assembly  from  altering  and  amending  the  same  at  pleasure.

CHAPTER  XIX. 

An  ACT  incorporating  the  FillmorG  Cltr/ Librcuij  AstiOGiation. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  Thomas  R.  King,  Francis  M.  Lyman,  John  Kelly,  Joseph  V.  Robin- 
son, Hyrum  Mace,  Orson  Holbrook  and  William  King,  their  associates  and  successors 
.in  office,  are  hereby  constituted  a  Body  CoriDorate,  to  be  known  and  styled  the  Fill- 
more City  Library  Association;  and  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold 
property  real  and  personal;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  i^lead  and  be  "impleaded,  defend 
and  be  defended  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  to  do  all  other  things  that  may 
be  jDroper  to  carry  into  effect  the  object  of  this  Act,  by  establishing  a  library  of  books, 
maps,  charts  and  scientific  instruments,  connecting  therewith  a  reading  room  and 
lectures;  and  the  above  named  persons  are  hereby  appointed  a  Board  of  Directors  of 
said  Association,  until  superseded  as  provided  in  the  following  section. 

Sec.  2. — A  Board  of  seven  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  said  Asso- 
ciation on  or  before  tlio  first  Monday  in  August,  A.  D.  1867,  and  biennially  thereafter; 
said  Board  shall  hold  oflice  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  duly 
qualified,  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  President,  Secretary,  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, Treasurer  and  Librarian  and  define  their  duties,  and  also  to  enact  such  bye- 
laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  do  all  the  business  of  the  Association,  a  majority  of  whom 
may  form  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  may  fill  any  vacanpy  in  the  Board  until  the 
next  regular  election. 

Sec.  3. — This  Association  may  raise  means  by  the  sale  of  shares  and  by  contribu- 
tion aud  donation  for  the  purchase  of  books,  maps,  charts  and  scientific  instruments, 
and  for  leasing  or  erecting  suitable  .buildings  lor  the  library,  reading  rooms  and 
lectures.  - 

Sec.  4. — The  conditions  of  membership,  admission  to  the  library,  reading  rooms, 
lectures  and  the  loaning  of  books  or  other  property  shall  be  provided  by  the  bye-laws 
of  said  Association. 

Approved  Jan.  16,  1867. 


CHAPTER    XX. 

An  ACT  incorporating  the  Manti  City  Library  Association. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah;  That  George  Peacock,  F.  C.  Roberson,  John  Croflbrd,  W.  K.  Burton,  M.  D. 
Hamilton,  E.  W.  Fox,  L.  Tuttle  and  John  Hogard,  their  associates  and  successors  in 
office,  are  hereby  constituted  a  Body  Corporate,  to  be  known  and  styled  Manti  City 
Library  Association;  and  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  receive  and  hold  property  real 
and  personal;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in 
all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  other  things  that  may  beneces- 
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sary  and  proper  to  enable  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  the  Association  in 
the  diffusion  of  knowledge,  by  establishing  a  library  of  books,  maps,  charts  and  scien- 
tific instruments,  connecting  therewith  a  reading  room  and  scientific  and  popular 
lectures;  and  the  above  named  persons  are  hereby  constituted  a  Board  of  Directors  of 
said  Association,  until  superseded  as  provided  in  the  following  section. 

Sec.  2  —A  Board  of  seven  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  said  Asso- 
ciation on  the  last  Saturday  of  February  annually,  who  shall  bold  their  office  for  one 
year  and  until  theii-  successors  are  duly  elected;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Librarian  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  and  define  their  duties,  and  to  enact  such  bye-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  proper  management  of  all  business  of  the  Association;  a  majority  may  form  a  quo- 
rum to  do  business,  and  they  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  Board,  until  the  next  regular 
election. 

Sec.  3.— This  Association  may  raise  means  by  the  sale  of  shares  and  may  receive 
contributions  and  donations  for  the  purchase  of  books,  &c.,  and  for  leasing  and  erect- 
ing suitable  buildings  for  the  library,  reading  rooms  and  lectures;  new  members  may 
be  added  on  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  bye-laws  of  the  Association; 
and  the  library  and  reading  rooms  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public  or  books 
loaned  out  under  such  regulations  and  at  such  times  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
determine.

CHAPTER    XXI. 

An  ACT  to  provide  for  printing  and  distributing  the  Laws  and  Journals  of  the 
Sixteenth  Annual  Session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah: 
That  the  Public  Printer  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  print  and  publish  in  book 
form  three  thousand  copies  of  the  Acts,  Resolutions  and  Memorials  passed  and  adopted 
during  this  Sixteenth  Annual  Session  of  said  Assembly,  with  index  and  additional 
legal  forms  and  such  laws  and  parts  of  laws  as  were  accidentally  omitted  in  printing 
"three  thousand  copies  of  the  Digest  of  Laws  as  prepared  and  reported  by  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Revision  and  Compilation;"  and  one  thousand  copiesof  the  Journals  in 
pamphlet  form,  including  the  Governor's  Message  and  Reports  of  the  Treasurer,  Au- 
ditor, Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Directors  of  the  Penitentiary  and  reports  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Agricultural  Society,  together  with  such  other  documents  as  have 
been  ordered  spread  on  the  Journals;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Territory  is  hereby 
required  to  distribute  the  same  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
printing  the  Laws  and  Journals,"  "approved  Jan.  19,  1866."

CHAPTER   XXII. 

An  ACT  extending  the  boundaries  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City  Corporation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah; 
That  the  boundaries  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City  are  hereby  extended  as  follows:  com- 
mencing at  the  northwest  corner  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City  Corporation  limits,  thence 
west  three  hundred  and  twenty  rods,  thence  due  south  to  a  point  opposite  the  south- 
ern boundary  of  the  Corpox-ation  line  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  thence  east  to  the  River 
Jordan;  and  the  boundary  lines  of  the  City  Corporation  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City  are 
hereby  established  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Approved  Jan.>j,18,  1867. 
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CHAPTER    XXIII. 

An  ACT  authorizing   the   Audito?'   of  Public   Accounts  to    enforce  the  collection  of 
delinquent  Territorial  taxes,  and  for  other  purposf,s. 

See.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  hereby  authorized  to  eiaforce  the 
collection  and  payment  into  the  Territorial  Treasury  of  all  the  taxes  now  due  or  that 
may  hereafter  become  due  the  Territory,  by  commencing  civil  suits  against  delinquent 
Assessors  and  Collectors  or  ex-Assessors  and  Collectors  on  their  bonds. 

Sec.  2. — The  County  Court  shall  prescribe  the  rate  per  cent,  for  assessing  and  col- 
lecting Territorial  and  County  taxes:  Provided,  that  in  no  case  shall  more  than  fifteen 
per  cent,  on  the  amount  collected  be  allowed  for  assessing  and  collecting. 

Sec.  3. — The  County  Court  shall,  at  any  regular  session,  including  the  December 
term  of  the  current  year,  hear  and  adjust  all  claims  made  for  remittances,  extenuation 
abatement  or  commutation:  Provided,  that  after  the  December  term  of  said  Courts 
no  remittance,  extenuation,  commutation  or  abatement  shall  be  allowed  by  the  County 
Courts;  and  the  Clerks  of  the  County  Courts  shall,  within  three  montlis  after  making 
any  alterations  as  aforesaid,  forward  a  transcript  thereof  to  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his  office. 

Sec.  4.— The  Clerks  of  the  County  Courts  are  hereby  required  to  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  their  respective  counties,  also  of  all  debts 
payable  to  or  by  said  counties,  and  annually,  in  the  mouth  of  May,  cause  a  true  state- 
ment of  the  same  in  detail  to  be  posted  up  in  their  offices,  and  keep  said  notices  posted 
up  during  the  year.  A  neglect  of  this  duty  by  any  Clerk  of  the  County  Courts  shall 
render  him  liable  to  a  fine  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  .5. — A  "Joint  Resolution  authorizing  the  Territorial  Treasurer  to  collect  de- 
linquent taxes,"  "approved  Jan.  20,  1865,"  is  hereby  repealed.

Provided,  that  when  Washington  County  and  the  citzens  thereof  shall 
have  expended  an  equal  sum  for  the  same  purpose,  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  orders  to  cancel  the  above  amount 
as  due  from  said  County  to  the  Territorial  Treasury,  the  evidence  of  which 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  of  Washington  Coun- 
ty, to  the  acceptance  of  the  Territorial  Road  Commissioner.

An  ACT  granting  to  Henry  S.  i\lexander  the  right  to  establish  atoll  bridge  or  bridges 
across  the  Weber  Eiver  in  Summit  County. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  Henry  S.  Alexander  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  erect  a  good 
substantial  bridge  or  bridges  across  the  Weber  River,  in  Summit  County,  at  or  near 
Wanship,  or  where  the  old  traveled  road  crosses  said  river;  and  he  shall  keep  the  same 
in  good  repair,  and  may  take  toll  not  to  exceed  the  follov/ing  rates,  viz:

The  foregoing  rates  shall  be  kept  posted  up  at  each  end  of  the  bridge  during  the 
season  of  taking  toll;  and  if  the  said  Henry  S.  Alexander  shall  fail  to  post  up  the  rates 
of  toll  as  required,  or  shall  collect  above  the  rates  specified,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense:  Provided,  that  persons  hauling 
fuel  and  timber  shall  pay  but  one  vv'ay,  being  entitled  to  a  return  ticket  free. 

Sec.  2.— After  the  completion  of  said  bridge  or  bridges,  if  any  person  shall  take 
toll  upon  any  bridge  or  ferry  M'ithin  one  mile  up  said  river  from  Wanship,  or  within 
five  miles  dawn  the  channel  of  said  river,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  thei)arty  injured 
the  sum  of  tJiree  thousand  dollars  annually,  so  long  as  said  bridge  or  ferry  shall  be 
used. 

Sec.  o. — The  said  Henry  S.  Alexander,  before  receiving  toll  as  herein  provided, 
shall  execute  sufficient  bonds,  to  be  approved  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Summit  County 
and  filed  in  his  office,  in  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  indem- 
nifying all  persons  against  losses  they  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  insufficiency  and 
unsafe  condition  of  said  bridge  or  bridges  while  toll  "is  being  received  thereon,  to  be 
recovered  as  in  action  of  debt  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

See.  4. — The  said  Henry  S.  Alexander,  at  the  expiration  of  eight  years  from  the 
D    . 
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passage  of  this  Act,  shall  transfer  said  bridge  or  bridges  in  good  condition  to  the  Ter- 
ritorial Road  Commissioner,  as  the  property  of  the  Territory. 

Sec.  5. — The  said  Henry  S.  Alexander  is  hereby  required  to  make  an  annual  re- 
port, during  the  first  week  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  of  all  receipts  of  toll  received 
on  said  bridge  or  bridges,  and  pay  into  the  Territorial  Treasury,  for  the  benefit  of 
common  schools,  five  per  cent,  of  all  tolls  collected  thereon. 

Sec.  6. — Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Legislative 
Assembly  from  altering  or  amending  the  same  at  pleasure.

The  foregoing  rates  shall  be  kept  posted  up  at  each  end  of  the  bridge  during  the 
season  of  taking  toll;  'and  if  the  said  Ellsworth  shall  fail  to  post  up  the  rates  of  toll 
as  required,  or  shall  collect  above  the  rates  specified,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundrd  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  2.— The  said  Ellsworth,  before  receiving  toll  as  herein  provided,  shall  execute 
sufficient  bonds,  to  be  approved  by  the  Probate  Judge  of  Weber  County  and  filed  in 
his  oflfice,  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  indemnifying  all  per- 
sons against  all  losses  they  may  sustain  by  reason  of  the  insufficiency  and  unsafe  con- 
dition of  said  bridge  while  toll  is  being  received  thereon,  to  be  recovered  as  in  an  action 
of  debt  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 
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See.  3— Said  Ellsworth  is  hereby  required  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly,  during  the  first  week  of  its  session,  of  all  tolls  received  on  said  bridge, 
and  pay  into  the  Territorial  Treasury,  for  the  benefit  of  Common  Schools,  five  per 
cent,  of  all  toll  collected  thereon,  and  turn  the  said  bridge  over  to  the  Territorial  Road 
Commissioner,  at  the  expiration  of  the  five  years,  in  good  repair.

A7i  ACT  to  amend '■^ an  Act  relating  to   County  Becorders  and  the  acknoivledgment  of 

Instruments  of  ivriting. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Utah: 
That  section  five  of  "An  Act  in  relation  to  County  Recorders  and  the  acknowledgment 
of  instruments  of  writing,"  "approved  Jan.  19,  1855,"  be  amended  to  read:  Two  years 
shall  be  allowed,  to  persons  having  laud  surveyed,  to  enclose  the  same;  and  in  all 
cases  vv'here  labor  is  expended  upon  dams,  canals,  embankments,  aqueducts,  or  other- 
wise, for  the  i:)urpose  of  irrigating  said  land,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per 
acre,  it  shall  entitle  the  holder  of  said  certificate  of  survey  to  lawful  possession:  Pro- 
vided, that  where  companies  or  associations  for  irrigation  purposes  are  foi'med  or  may 
hereafter  be  formed  for  the  improvement  of  lands,  individuals  composing  said  compa- 
nies or  associations  shall  not  loose  any  right  by  such  associations,  but  shall  be  entitled 
to  equal  privileges,  in  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  with  individual  enterprise;  said  title 
shall  not  be  invalidated  or  nullified,  whether  said  lands  be  enclosed  with  fence  or  not.

CHAPTER   XXIX. 

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Deseret  Telegraph  Company. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  Brigham  Young,  Edward  Hunter,  A.  M.  Musser,  E.  D.  Woolley,  A. 
H.  Raleigh  and  John  Sharj)  of  Great  Salt  Lake  County,  William  Miller  of  Utah 
County,  John  W.  Hess  of  Davis  County,  A.  J.  Moffatt  of  Sanpete  County,  Robert 
Gardner  of  .Vashington  County,  and  such  other  persons  as  are  or  inay  become  stock- 
holders in  this  Corporation,  are  hereby  created,  made  and  constituted  a  Body  Corjior- 
ate,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  specified,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Deseret 
Telegrajih  Company,  with  perpetual  succession  for  the  term  of  fifty  years;  and  in  their 
Corporate  name  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  actions  at  law  and  equity 
in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction;  to  jiurchase-and  hold,  lease,  rent,  or  con- 
vey real  estate  or  personal  proi^erty;  to  sell  and  transfer  the  same;  and  to  do  and 
perform  any  and  all  other  acts  in  their  Corporate  name  that  any  individual  can  or  has 
a  lawful  right  to  do;  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  to  do  ail  other  acts  necessary  for  the  proper  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  and 
the  regulation  of  the  privileges  granted  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.— The  capital  stock  shall  be  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  in- 
creased by  said  Corj)orators  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars,  and  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  be  deemed  personal  property. 
Each  subscriber  of  stock  shall  pay,  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  twenty-five  per  cent. 
of  the  sum  subscribed,  and  the  remainder  in  installments  when  called  for  by  the

Board  of  said  Corporation;  the  Corporators,  or  a,  majority  of  them,  may  open  books 
for  the  subscription  of  stock,  at  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they 
may  appoint,  by  giving  twenty  days  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  published  in 
said  city;  and  when  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed,  the  said 
Corporators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place,  in  like 
manner,  to  the  stockholders  to  meet  and  organize  said  Company,  by  electing  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  nine  Directors,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  that  may  occur  by  death,  or  otherwise;  said  oflicers,  before  entering  upon 
their  duties,  shall  give  bonds  with  approved  security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Probate  Judge  of  Great  Salt  Lake 
County,  and  to  be  filed  in  his  office;  said  Board  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Super- 
intendent of  Telegraph  lines  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and 
may  require  them  to  give  bonds  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  du- 
ties; and  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and  make  all  necessary  bye-laws  and  regulations 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act  for  building,  protecting  and  keeping 
in  repair  their  telegraph  lines,  and  for  all  other  purposes  pertaining  to  the  interest  of 
said  Company,  not  conflicting  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  Terri- 
tory. 

Sec.  3. — Each  shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  for  each  sharo,  at  all  meetings 
of  business  requiring  a  vote,  and  at  all  general  and  special  elections:  Provided  always, 
that  absentees  shall  have  the  right  to  Vote  by  proxy.  Certificates  of  stock  shall' be 
issued  by  the  Directors  of  the  Company  to  those  who  have  paid  for  shares,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary;  said  certificates  may 
be  transferred  by  registering  the  transfer  on  'the  Company's  books,  otherwise  no 
transfer  of  stock  shall  be  valid. 

Sec.  4. — The  aforesaid  Company  shall  liave  the  right  aud  privilege',  and  the  same 
is  hereby  granted,  to  build  and  construct  telegraph  lines  to  any  and  all  j^arts  of  this 
Territory,  and  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  take,  receive,  hold,  use  and  rent  to  others 
to  be  used  any  patent  or  patents  for  telegraphing,  and  any  or  all  rights  thereunder;  to 
purchase,  take,  receive,  hold  and  maintain  any  and  all  rights,  privileges  and  fran- 
chises relating  to  the  business  of  telegraphing;"  to  make,  receive  by  assignment,  or 
ratify  by  contract  or  agreement  for  the  building,  maintaining,  controlling  or  work- 
ing of  any  telegraph  line  or  lines;  to  construct,  purchase,  lease,  take,  receive,  hold, 
control  and  work  any  lines  within  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  purchase,  take,  lease, 
hold,  own,  use  and  occuiDy  any  personal  or  real  estate,  rights,  property  of  telegraph 
lines,  grants,  franchises  and  privileges  that  may  be  proper  and  convenient  for  the 
complete  transaction  of  its  business,  or  for  effectually  and  conveniently  carrying  out 
the  objects  and  purposes  of  said  Company;  it  shall  also  have  the  power  to  appoint  such 
Directors,  Officers  and  Agents  and  to  make  such  rules,  regulations  and  bye-laws  as 
may  be  necessary  or  proper  in  the  transaction  of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  Territory  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  5. — The  said  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  telegraph  lines  along 
or  upon  any  road  or  highway  or  across  any  of  the  waters  or  over  any  lands  within  the 
limits  of  this  Territory,  by  the  erection  of  the  necessary  fixtures,  including  posts, 
piers,  or  abutments,  and  the  appropriation  of  any  standing  trees,  except  fruit  and  or- 
namental trees  or  trees  within  enclosures,  for  sustaining  the  wires  of  said  lines:  Pro- 
vided, the  same  shall  not  be  so  constructed  as  to  incommode  the  public  use  of  said 
roads  or  highways,  or  interrupt  the  navigation  of  said  waters:  And  provided  further, 
that  any  person  over  whose  lands  said  line  shall  pass,  upon  which  j)osts,  piers  or  abut- 
ments shall  be  placed,  or  standing  trees  appropriated,  who  shall  consider  himself 
aggrieved  or  damaged  thereby,  may,  within  six  months  after  the  erection  of  such  line, 
make  application  to  the  Probate  Court  of  the  county  in  which  damage  is  so  sustained* 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Court,  on  such  application,  to  cause  a  notice  to  be 
served  on  the  President  or  any  Director  of  said  Corapany;  and  to  appoint  three  dis- 
creet and  disinterested  persons  as  commissioners,  who  shall  severally  take  an  oath, 
before  any  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  faithfully,  imioartially  and  justly 
appraise  the  damage  sustained  by  said  applicant  by  reason  of  said  lines,  piers,  or  abut- 
ments, or  appropriation  of  trees,  duplicates  of  which  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  be 
signed  by  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  given 
to  the  applicant  and  the  other  to  the  President  or  to  the  Director  on  whom  the  notice 
was  served;  and  in  ease  any  damage  shall  be  adjudged,  the  Company  shall  pay  the 
amount  thereof  with  the  costs  of  said  appraisal;  said  costs  to  be  approved  by  the  Pro- 
bate Court. 

Sec.  6. — Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Legislative 
Assembly  from  altering  or  amending  the  same  at  pleasure. 
Approved  Jan.  18,  1867. 
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CHAPTER    XXX. 

Ail  xiCT  further  defining  the  duties  of  the  Sealer, of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Goveruor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  to  procure  a 
house  or  suitable  room  for  the  use  of  the  standard  weights  and  measures  belonging  to 
this  Territory,  and  he  shall  keep  open  the  house  or  room  one  day  in  each  week,  or  as 
often  as  he  may  find  necessary. 

Sec.  2. — The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of 
all  official  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  make  a  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly 
during  the  first  week  in  each  annual  session. 

Sec.  3. — He  shall  take  charge  of  the  standard  weights  and  measures  belonging  to 
the  Territory,  and  safely  keep  and  preserve  them  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified,  to  whom  he  shall  turn  them  over. 

Sec.  4. — The  fees  for  sealing  weights  and  measures  shall  be  as  follows:  For  each 
examination,  testing,  sealing  and  certifying  as  required  from  the  owner  of  the  same, 
viz:  for  any  steelyards,  beam,  ground,  floor,  platform,  counter  or  other  scales  by  which 
may  be  weighed  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  seventy-five  cents.  For  any 
such  instrument  by  n-hicii  may  be  weighed  over  one  hundred  and  less  than  six  hun- 
dred pounds,  one  dollar;  over  six  hundred  pounds,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents.  For 
any  nests  or  set  of  measures,  seventy-five  cents.  For  any  yard  stick,  dry  or  liquor 
measure,  twenty-five  cents;  and  the  weights  attached  to  any  scales  shall,  as  to  the 
compensation  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  be  considered  as  part  of  the 
scales:  Provided,  that  where  any  such  weights,  measures  or  instruments,  upon  subse- 
quent examination,  be  found  correct  and  shall  not  require  to  be  stamped  a  second 
time,  the  aforesaid  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  not  receive  more  than  one 
half  the  compensation  provided  for. 

Sec.  5 — The  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  shall  examine  and  test  any  of  the 
before  mentioned  instruments  for  weighing  or  measuring,  on  application  by  any  per- 
son who  shall  tender  to  him  the  fee  which,  by  the  preceding  section,  he  is  authorized 
to  receive;  and  he  shall,  in  every  case  where  he  may  employ  labor  or  material  in 
making  accurate  any  weights  or  measures,  be  entitled  to  extra  compensation  therefor, 
and  to  retain  the  article  upon  which  such  labor  or  material  has  been  employed  until 
such  compensation  be  paid.

CHAPTER    XXXI. 

An  ACT  to  amend  '■'■An  Act  defining  the  Judicial  Districts  for  the  Territory  of  Utah,

CHAPTER    XXXII. 

jbi  ACT  incorporating  the  Deseret  Irrigation  and  Navigation  Canal  Company. 

See.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  Brigham  Young,  Heber  C.  Kimball,  Edward  Hunter,  Abraham  O. 
Smoot,  Robert  T.  Burton,  Theodore  McKean,  Elijah  F.  Sheets,  Reuben  Miller,  David 
Brinton,  Andrew  Gaboon,  Isaac  M.  Stewart  and  John  Shar^j,  with  their  associates, 
successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  Body  Corporate  in  law,  with  perpetual 
succession  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine  years,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  specified, 
uuder  the  name  and  style  of  the  Deseret  Irrigation  and  Navigation  Canal  Company, 
by  v/hich  name  and  style  they  sball  be  known;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  imj)leaded  in  all  actions  at  law  and  in  equity  in  any  court  hav- 
ing jurisdiction;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  wath,  and  to  purchase  and  to  hold  all 
necessary  real  estate  and  jDersonal  property,  or  to  sell  and  transfer  the  same,  and  to  do 
and  perform  all  other  acts  in  a  Corporate  capacity  that  any  individual  has  a  right  to 
do;  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  to  do  all  other 
acts  necessary  for  the  jDroper  exercise  of  the  powers  and  the  regulation  of  the  privileges 
granted  in  this  Act. 

Sec.  2. — The  objects  of  said  Corporation  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the  construction 
of  suitable  canals  for  the  irrigation  of  the  land  lying  below  their  level,  and  to  afford 
additional  water  to  town  lots  and  other  imj)roved  lands,  and  to  open  navigable  com- 
munication from  Utah  Lake  by  w\ay  of  Great  Salt  Lake  City,  and  estimated  to 
reela,im  seventeen  thousand  acres  of  desert. 

See.  3. — The  capital  stock  of  said  Company  shall  be  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  may,  if  necessary,  be  increased  to  ixny  sum  not  exceeding  one  million  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  capital  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each  and  deemed  personal  property;  and  any  of  the  afore-mentioned  persons 
are  hereby  authorized  to  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  to  this  end,  until  the 
Company  shall  be  organized. 

Sec.  4.— The  officers  of  said  Company  shall  consist  of  a  President,  who  shall  pre- 
side at  the  Board  and  Company  meetings,  a  Vice  President,  who  shall  preside  in  the 
absence  of  the  President,  and  not  less  than  five  and  not  more  than  thirteen  Directors,  a 
majority  of  whom  may  form  a  Board  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Company;  and 
said  Board  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may 
deem  necessaiy  to  carry  into  eff'ect  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  may  require  them  to 
give  bonds  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  bonds  shall  be  deposited 
at  such  place  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  determin(i,  and  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  the 
Board  until  the  next  general  election  of  officers,  and  to  pass  all  needful  bye-laws  not 
repugnant  to  the  laws  of  the  United  Statet  or  of  this  Territory;  to  regulate  the  sub- 
scriptions for  and  transfers  of  stock;  to  employ  workmen,  and  to  direct'the  amount  of 
compensation  to  be  allowed  to  the  officers,  agents  and  employees  of  the  Company; 
and,  m  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President  and  Vice  President  from  any  of  the  Board 
meetings,  the  members  of  the  Board  present  may  elect  a  President  pro  tem.  from 
among  their  number.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  call  Board  and  Company 
meetings,  or,  m  his  absence,  the  Vice  President  may  call  said  meetings;  and,  in  the 
absence  or  disability  of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  any  three  Directors  may  call 
a  meeting  of  the  Board  or  Company. 

Sec.  o.— The  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  declare  all  dividends  arising 
trom  the  business  of  said  Company,  and  shall  make  a  biennial  report  to  the  Legisla- 
ture oi  all  receipts  and  disbursements.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  account 
ot  all  receipts  of  the  Company  arising  from  the  sale  of  shares  or  of  water  for  irrigation, 
rent  ot  water  power  for  mills  or  ornamental  purposes,  canal  tolls,  or  otherwise,  and 
report  the  same  to  the  stockholders  at  least  once  a  year;  to  declare  all  allotments  or 
trunstersot  shares;  to  issue  to  each  shareholder  a  certificate  of  the  number  of  shares  he 
Holds  wnich  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Treasurer  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Secretary  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Company;  and  to  keep'a  record 
ot  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  all  general  meetings  of  the  Company,  and  to  pub- 
Dire'^to  '^   ^^^'^         orders,  of  a  public  nature,  made  by  the  President  and  Board  of 

Sec.  G.— So  soon  as  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the 
persons  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  Act  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers; and  the  Couipany  shall  organize  by  electing  a  President,  Vice  President  and 
Directors  who  shall  continue  m  office  four  years,  or  during  the  pleasure  of  the  stock- 
holders, the  first  election  to  be  conducted  by  ballot;  the  person  having  the  highest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected.  The  manner  of  all  elections  thereafter  may 
be  prescribed  m  the  bye-laws  of  the  Company:  Provided,  that  at  every  election  for 
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officers  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  of  his  capital 
stock,  and  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

Sec.  7. — The  President,  Vice  President  and  Directors  shall  give  bonds,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars 
each,  with  approved  security  to  the  acceptance  of  Great  Salt  Lake  County  Court, 
which  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  to  any  person  who  may  be  injured,  and  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  said  Court. 

Sec.  8. — The  aforesaid  ComjDany  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  a  dam  or  dams 
across  the  Jordan  River,  to  hold  the  water  of  said  Lake  at  any  height  that  a  majority 
of  the  Selectmen  of  Clreat  Salt  Lake  and  Utah  Counties  may  agree  upon;  the  time  and 
l)lace  of  meeting  of  said  Selectmen  shall  be  ai^pointed  by  the  President  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  their  decssion  shall  be  final;  and  the  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  take 
out  on  the  east  side  of  the  River  Jordan  not  to  to  exceed  one  half  of  the  waters  of  said 
River,  at  any  point  selected  by  them  for  their  dam  or  dams. 

Sec.  9. — They  shall  have  the  power  to  locate  a  canal  or  canals  from  the  said  dam 
or  dams,  on  the  most  feasible  route  to  a  point  they  may  select  in  Great  Salt  Lake 
City,  for  irrigation,  navigation,  machinery,  the  construction  of  fountains,  and  for  any 
useful  and  ornamental  purpose  whatever;  to  make,  excavate  and  construct  said  canal 
or  canals;  to  locate  or  construct  basins,  docks,  reservoirs,  aqueducts,  locks,  sluice- 
ways, weirs,  dams,  waste-gates,  sidewalks,  tow-paths,  fords  and  bridges;  to  have  free 
access  to  and  cobtrol  the  same;  to  make,  excavate  andaccomplisli  any  work  or  device 
that  shall  be  necessary  for  the  full  completion  of  said  canal  or  canals,  or  that  shall  be 
advantageous  or  requisite  for  the  efficient  carrying  on  of  navigation  and  irrigation,  for 
the  propelling  of  machinery,  for  the  construction  of  fountains,  or  for  any  useful  or 
ornamental  purpose  whatever;  to  sell,  lease  and  dispose  of  the  same  or  any  portion 
thereof  for  all  or  any  of  the  above  purposes,  on  such  terms  andcsnditionsas  the  parties 
may  agree,  and  to  regulate  the  rates  of  toll  for  navigation,  and  collect  the  same. 

Sec.  10. — The  main  canal,  wiien  completed,  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty  feet  wide 
at  the  bottom  and  three  feet  deep;  the  aqueducts  to  be  at  least  sixteen  feet  wide:  Pro- 
vided, that  around  and  near  the  point  of  Utah  Mountain  said  canal  may,  at  first,  be 
constructed  twelve  feet  wide.  After  any  canal  shall  have  been  laid  out  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  any  agents  of  theirs  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  may  agree,  with  the  owners  of  land  through  which  it  will  pass,  for  the 
purchase  of  the  right  of  possession  of  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the' 
making  of  the  canal  and  the  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging. 

Sec.  11. — In  every  case  where  the  owner  of  land  so  required  shall  be  absent  from 
the  country,  or  from  any  cause  shall  not  be  capable  in  law  so  to  agree,  or  shall  refuse 
to  agree,  or  ask  an  exorbitant  price,  the  value  of  the  possession  of  such  land  and  the 
damages  to  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  following  manner:  First. — 
The  occupant  or  claimant  to  such  land  and  the  Board  of  Directors  may  each  select  a 
referee,  and,  in  case  of  disagreement,  they  tvro  may  select  a  third;  and  these  referees 
shall  proceed  to  determine  the  value  of  the  possession  of  the  land  under  controversy, 
and  assess  the  amount  of  damages,  if  any,  which  each  occupant  of  laud  and  owner  of 
improvement  has  sustained  or  v/ill  sustain  in  consequence  thereof.  Second. — The 
appraisal,  with  the  description  of  the  land  so  appraised,  shall  be  acknovrledged  by 
the  referees  signing  it  before  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  in  which  the  lands  o*r 
improvements  are  situated;  and,  when  so  acknowledged,  shall  be  filed  in  the  County 
Clerk's  office  within  ten  daysafier  it  shall  have  been  made. 

Sec.  12. — Theaforesaid  Company,  upon  i^ayment  to  the  rightful  claimant  of  any 
sum  so  api^raised,  or  upon  a  tender  thereof  when  the  same  shall  bo  refused,  shall  be 
entitled  to  enter  upon  the  possession  of  the  lands  described  in  the  appraisal,  and 
have  and  hold  the  same  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  Company  forever;  and  if  on 
any  parcel  of  the  lauds  so  described  there  shall  be  no  person  liviug  authorized  to 
receive  payment  for  the  damages  assessed  for  such  parcel,  and  such  damages  shall  not 
have  been  lawfully  demanded  within  ten  dayf;  after  the  filing  of  such  appraisal,  the 
Company  may  enter  thereon  without  payment  or  tender  of  such  damages,  but  sub- 
ject to  such  payment  wheuever  the  same  shall  bo  thereafter  lawfully  required. 

Sec.  13. — The  Company  shall  construct  good  and  sufficient  aqueducts  to  conduct 
the  waters  of  the  canal  or  canals  over  the  various  streams  crossed  along  their  routes, 
or  make  such  other  provisions  as  will  prevent  the  waters  of  said  sirean)s  from  being 
absorbed  by  the  canal  or  cjuials  to  the  injury  of  auy  person  having  a  riyht  in  said 
waters. 

Sec.  14.— Said  Company  i-iiall  make  good  and  sufficient  crossings  for  the  accom- 
modation of  travel  on  all  piihlic  roads  crossed  by  said  canal  or  canals,  and  shall  be 
responsible  to  all  parties  injured  through  their  neglect. 

Sec.  13. — The  Company  shall  furnish  water,  to  the  extent  of  i[s  ability,  to  agri- 
culturists along  the  line  at  uniform  rates  pro  rata  for  the  quantity  used,  the  distance 
brought  and  the  time  it  is  recjuired.  Ko  mill  or  other  machinery  that  may  be  estab- 
lished shall  claim  or  hold  the  water  .so  as  to  prevent  the  irrigation  of  agricu-ltural 
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lands.  The  Company  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  such  rates  and  tolls  as  will  yield  a 
fair  compensation,  above  all  necessary  expenses,  for  the  capital  invested  in  the  work, 
and  no  more.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  rptodify  excessive  charges  for  the 
use  of  water  or  the  rates  of  toll,  and  to  take  such  action  tbereon  as  the  public  good 
may  require.

OHAPTER     XXXIII. 

An  ACT  io  amend  '^An  Act  estahlishing  a  Territorial  road  from  Great  Salt  Lake 
City  to  Wonship,  Summit  CountijJ'' 

Sec.  ].— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  section  three  of  "An  Act  establishing  a  Territorial  road  from  Great 
Salt  Lake  City  to  Wanship,  Summit  County,"  is  hereby  so  amended  as  to  authorize 
the  demanding  and  receiving  not  to  exceed  double  the  rates  of  toll  hitherto  authorized 
in  said  section  three-. 

Sec.  2.— The  toll  collected  as  herein  authorized  shall  be  expended,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Territorial  Boad  Commissioner,  in  making,  repairing  and  other  incidental 
expenses  of  said  road. 

Sec.  3. — So  much  of  an  Act,  to  whi«h  this  is  amendatory,  as  conflicts  with  this 
Act  is  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER   XXXIV. 

An  ACT  concerning  Executions. 

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That,  when  an  execution  is  issued  upon  a  judgment  or  decree  rendered 
by  any  court  of.  record  of  this  Territory,  for  the  payment  of  money,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Marshal,  Sheriff,  or  other  legal  officer,  to  whom  it  is  directed,  to  levy  ex- 
ecution on  and  sell  the  unexempted  personal  property  of  the  person  therein  named; 
and  in  default  of  sufficient  unexempted  personal  property  whereon  to  levy  to  make 
said  money,  then  to  levy  upon  the  unexempted  land  claims  and  improvements  there- 
on to  make  the  balance  thereof:  Provided,  that  in  all  cases  the  homestead  occupied 
by  the  defendant  and  his  family,  including  the  land  and  improvements  and  appur- 
tenances thereunto  belonging,  is  bereby  exempted  from  execution. 

Sec.  2.— Before  the  officer  shall  sell  any  personal  property,  except  by  consent  of 
parties,  he  shall  give  not  less,  than  fifteen  days  notice  of  the  time,  plaro,  and  kind  of 
property  to  be  sold,  by  postiug  up  notices  in  not  less  than  three  of  the  most  public 
places  in  the  vicinity,  and,  if  requested  by  either  party,  by  publishing  said  notice  in 
some  newspaper,  in  general  circulation,  for  the  same  length  of  time. 

Sec.  3.— Before  any  laud  or  improvement  on  land  shall  be  sold  on  execution,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  to  cause  the  same  to  be  appraised  by  three  judicious, 
disinterested  land  holders  of  the  vicinity,  sworn  to  make  a  faithful  appraisal,  which 
oath  the  officer  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer;  and  said  land  claims  or  improve- 
ments shall  not  be  sold,  unless  a  bid  therefor  is  at  least  three-fifths  of  the  appraised 
value. 

Sec.  4.— Should  the  land  claims  and  improvements  thereon,  appraised  as  afore- 
said, be.twice  offered  for  sale  and  remain  unsold  for  the  want  of  bidders,  the  court 
issuing  the  execution  may  set  the  appraisal  aside  and  order  a  new  appraisal  to  be 
made. 
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Sec.  5.— Itshall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer,  having  such  writ,  to  give  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  sale  of  such  land  claims  and  improvements,  at  least  thirty  days  prior 
to  such  sale,  in  the  same  manner  that  notice  is  to  be  given  in  case  of  the  sale  of  per- 
sonal property;  but  the  sale  shall  be  made  either  on  the  premises  or  at  the  door  of  the 
Court  House  in  the  county  where  such  land  is  situated. 

See.  6. — If  any  land  claim  or  improvement  thereon  shall  be  sold,  it  may  be 
redeemed  at  any  time  within  two  years  from  the  day  of  v  the  confirmation  of  the  sale 
by  the  court,  by  paying  to  the  owner  of  the  land  the  amount  for  which  it  sold,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  which  may  be  paid  by  the  debtor,  or, 
in  case  of  his  death,  by  his  widow,  if  there  be  one,  or  by  his  heirs,  or  by  any  of 
them. 

Sec.  7.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer,  selling  land  claims  or  improvements  on 
land,  to  report  his  doings  thereon  to  the  court  issuing  the  execution  or  order  of  sale; 
and,  on  motion  of  any  party  in  interest,  the  court  shall  examine  and  approve  the 
same,  and  order  the  officer  to  make  a  deed  therefor,  or  set  the  same  aside  and  order  a 
resale,  as  the  law  and  justice  may  require. 

Sec.  8.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  to  make  a  deed  pursuant  to  the  order  of 
the  court,  which  shall  refer  to  the  judgment  or  decree,  the  issuing  the  execution,  the 
'levy,  sale  and  confirmation  of  sale;  and  such  deed  shall  transfer  all  the  right,  title, 
interest  and  claim  of  the  judgment  debtor,  to  the  land  claim  or  improvement  thereon, 
which  he  had  at  any  time  between  the  date  of  levy,  or  judgment,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  the  date  of  the  last  appraisal,  if  more  than  one  has  been  made. 

Sec.  9.— Executions  issued  by  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Mayors  and  Aldermen  of 
cities  shall  not  be  levied  on  land  claims  or  improvements  on  land;  Init  if  any  execution 
issued  by  either  of  them  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  judgment 
creditor  or  his  agent  or  attorney  may,  if  such  ho  believes  to  be  the  fact,  make  affida- 
vit that  the  judgment  debtor  has  land  claims  or  improvements  on  land  liable  to  levy 
snd  sale  on  execution,  and  file  said  affidavit  v/ith  the  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Iilayor,  or 
Alderman;  and  thereafter  the  judgment  creditor  may  obtain  a  transcript  of  the  judg- 
ment and  proceedings,  and  file  it  in  the  Probate  Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  judg- 
ment was  ordered,  upon  which  a  scire  facias  may  issue;  and  upon  return  being  made, 
"duly  served,"  the  Probate  Court  may  award  an  execution  to  be  levied  on  such  land 
claims  or  improvements  on  land. 

Sec  10. — Judgments  and  decrees  for  the  payment  of  money,  entered  in  any  court 
of  record  of  this  Territory,  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  land  claims  and  improvements  on 
land  of  the  debtor,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  for  two  years  from  and  after 
the  date  of  such  judgment  or  decree.  Any  judgment  or  decree  for  the  payment  of 
moneys,  upon  which  an  execution  is  not  issued  during  any  period  of  tvvo  years,  shall 
become  dormant,  but  it  may  be  revived  by  scire  facias. 

Sec.  11.— Executions  shall  be  returned  to  the  court  issuing  them,  on  or  before  the 
following  periods  from  their  date: 

When  the  amount  of  money  to  be  made,  including  costs,  does  not  exceed  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  in  fifty  days. 

When  the  amount  exceeds,  including  costs,  one  hundred  dollars  and  does  not 
exceed  five  hvmdred  dollars,  ninety  days. 

When  the  amount,  including  costs,  exceeds  five  hundred  dollars,  one  liundred 
and  twenty  days. 

Sec.  12.— If  the  purchaser,  at  a  judicial  sale  of  land  claims  or  improvements  on 
land,  shall  receive  rents  and  profits'from  the  same,  or  shall  make  valuable  improve- 
ments thereon,  aad  the  same  shall  be  redeemed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  either  party 
may  file  a  bill  in  chancery,  setting  forth  the  facts,  and  the  court  may  make  such 
order,  judgment,  or  decree,  concerning  such  rents,  profits  and  improvements,  as  right 
and  justice  may  direct. 

Sec.  13.— All  laws  aud  parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  the  necessary  steps  have  been  taken  by  the  Federal  Government  to 
avail  itself  of  this  opportunity  to  make  such  a  representation  at  this  Great  Fair  of  the 
world  as  will  comport  with  the  greatness  of  our  country  and  give  a  just  idea  of  the 
wonderful  productiveness  and  resources  of  the  land  we  inhabit,  and 

Whereas,  all  of  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  Union  have  been  invited  to  con- 
tribute to  this  international  representation,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  but  right  and  proper  that  our  mountain  Territory,  so  remote  from 
the  great  centres  of  population  and  commerce,  and  so  recently  settled  under  such 
unique  circumstances,  with  its  variety  of  products  and  manufactures,  should  be  repre- 
sented;

will  be  likely  to  give  a  correct  idea  of  the  mineral  and  agricultural  resources  of  this 
Territory  and  of  the  trium^phs  which  have,  in  the  brief  space  of  nineteen  years,  been 
achieved  by  man,  through*  unremitting  industry  and  stubborn  toil,  over  the  wilder- 
ness of  nature  in  its  most  forbidding  form;  and  the  said  General  Brigham  Young,  Jun., 
is  hereby  authorized  to  collect  these  various  specimens,  and,  in  his  capacity  as  Commis- 
missioner,  proceed  with  them  to  the  Exhibition  at  Paris,  France,  there  to  display 
them  as  the  products  of  the  Territory  of  Utah.

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CHAPTER    XLVI. 

MEMORIAL  to  Oongress  for  the  repeal  of  so  much  of  an  Act  as  subjeots  all  mail- 
able matter  between  Kansas  and  California  to  letter  postage. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled: 

Gentlemen:— Your  Memorialists,  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Utah,  beg  leave  to  state  that,  according  to  the  fourth  section  of  an  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  carrying  the  mails  from  the  United  States  to  foreign 
ports,  and  for  other  purposes,"  "approved  March  25,  1864,"  all  mailable  matter  con- 
veyed by  mail  westward,  beyond  the  western  bounds  of  Kansas  and  eastward  from 
the  eastern  boundary  of  California  is  subjected  to  letter  postage,  amounting  almost  to 
a  prohibitory  tariff  upon  the  means  and' sources  of  information  and  knowledge.  By 
this  said  Act  your  Memorialists  consider  that  the  great  interior,  that  most  needs  a 
liberal  provision  for  obtaining  books,  pamphlets,  maps  and  charts,  &c.,  is  the  only 
portion  of  country  that  is  made  to  feel  the  prohibitory  provisions  of  said,  law,  and,  in 
the  absence  of  more  appropriate  language,  your  Memorialists  will  here  adopt  the  re- 
marks of  his  Excellency  Governor  Durkee,  in  his  latte  annual  Message  to  the  Legis- 
lative Assembly: 

"It  might  be  well  for  you  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  present  law  re" 
quiring  the  prepayment  of  letter  postage  upon  all  mail  matter,  other  than  newspaper^ 
sent  direct  from  the  office  of  publication,  which  makes  a  most  unjust  and  oppressive 
discrimination  against  the  people  of  this  and  the  adjoining  States  and.  Terri- 
tories. 

The  circulation  of  magazines  and  other  periodicals  and  the  purchase  of  books  to 
be  forwarded  by  mail  are  virtually  suspended  by  this  law.  It  is  a  well  nigh  prohibit- 
ory tax  upon  knowledge.  In  our  isolated  condition,  and  with  our  population  in  many 
localities  so  sparse  that  good  schools  cannot  be  maintained,  it  is  an  added  hardship 
that  the  dissemination  of  knowledge  by  means  of  books  and  periodicals  should  thus 
be  practically  denied  by  Congressional  enactments. 

You  should  certainly  embrace  in  your  Memorial  a  petition  for  the  repeal  of  this 
oppressive  law,  to  the  end  that  the  people  of  this  and  adjoining  Territories,  in  respect 
to  postal  facilities,  be  placed  upon  an  equality  with  those  in  the  Atlantic  States." 

Your  Memorialists  would,  therefore,  most  respectfully  ask  your  Honorable  Body 
to  repeal  the  objectionable  and  unequal  provision  of  this  law,  and  thus  open  a  door 
for  the  admission  of  the  means  of  knowledge,  of  science  and  improvement  as  widely 
as  it  is  open  to  other  sections  of  country;  and  your  Memorialists,  as  in  duty  bound, 
will  ever  pray.

Sec.  1.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  appeals  shall  be  allowed  from  the  Mayor  and  Alderman's  Courts  of 
said  city  to  the  Probate  Court  of  Great  Salt  Lake  County,  under  the  same  regulations 
and  restrictions  as  are  or  may  be  provided  for  appeals  from  Justices  of  the  Peace  to 
the  Probate  Court. 

Approved  Jan.  10, 1862. 
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An  ACT  to  incor2:>orate  the  Weber  Canon  Boad  Company. 

Sec.  1. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  and  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory 
of  Utah:  That  William  H.  Hooper,  Horace  S.  Eldredge,  Ben  Holliday  of  New  York, 
Lorin  Farr,  Charles  S.  Peterson,  Ira  N.  Spauldiiig,  Willard  Smith,  and  Chauncey  W. 
West,  and  their  associates  and  successors  are  hereby  constituted  a  Body  Corporate  to 
be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  Weber  Cailon  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  AVagon  road  from  the  mouth  of  Weber  Canon,  in  Weber  County,  to  Lost 
Creek  settlement  in  Itlorgan  County;  said  road  to  be  built  on  the  north  side  of  Webep 
River;  and  by  said  name  and  style  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  power  from  and 
after  the  pass'age  of  this  Act,  for 'the  term  of  thirty  years,  to  contract  and  be  contractens 
with,  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  actions  at  law  and  in  equity  in  any  court  having  compe- 
tent jurisdiction;  to  do  and  ijerform  any  and  all  other  acts  in  their  Corporate  name 
that  any  individual  can  have  or  has  a  lawful  right  to  do;  to  make  and  use  a  common 
seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  do  all  other  acts  necessary  for  the  proper  exer- 
cise of  the  powers  and  privileges  conferred  and  granted  in  this  Act. 

See.  2. — The  aforesaid  Company  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  conferred,  to  build  a  good  wagon  road  twenty  feet  wide,  except  in  such 
IDlaces  where  it  is  not  practicable,  u\y  the  aforesaid  Caiion  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Ter- 
ritoral  Road  Commissioner,  and  take  toll  thereon;  and  said  Company  shall  have  the 
right  to  erect  two  toll  gates  in  said  road  at  such  places  as  they  may  deem  best,  and 
shall  have  a  right  to  take  toll  at  each  gate  at  the  following  rates; 

For  every  vehicle,  drawn  by  one  or  two  animals,  not  to  exceed  one  dollar. 

For  every  two  additional  animals,  fifty  cents. 

For  every  horse  or  mule  rode  or  led,  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  cents. 

For  all  loose  animals  of  horse,  mule  or  cattle  kind,  ten  cents  per  head. 

For  sheep,  goats  or  swine,  five  cents  per  head:  Provided,  all  persons  traveling 
with  teams  on  said  road,  who  shall  return  within  ten  days,  shall  have  a  return  ticket 
free. 

Sec.  3. — Any  person  wishing  to  become  a  stockholder  in  the  aforesaid  Company 
shall  have  the  privilege,  by  paying  into  said  Company  fifty  dollars;  and  each  stock- 
halder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote  for  each  share  he  may  hold  in  said  Company. 

Sec.  4. — The  officers  of  said  Company  shall  consist  of  President,  Vice  President 
and  five  Directors  who  shall  constitute  a  Board,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  form  a  quo- 
rum to  do  business  and  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  said  Board  by  death  or 
otherwise.  The  Board,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  office,  shall  give  bonds 
with  approved  security  to  the  acceptance  of  a  Probate  Judge  of  Weber  County,  and 
said  bond  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk.  The  Board  of  Directors  are 
hereby  empowered  to  appoint  a  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Superintendent  of  Road  and  all 
other  officers  that  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  may  require  theni  to  give  bonds  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  and  shall  have  power  to  ordain 
and  make  all  necessary  bye-laws  and  regulations  for  the  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  and  for  the  building  and  keeping  in  repair  said  road,  and  for  all 
other  i)urpose3  whatsoever,  pertaining  to  the  interests  of  said  Company:  Provided, 
they  make  no  lav/  conflicting  with  the  Conftitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  aud 
the  laws  of  this  Territory. 

Sec.  5. — Each  toll  gatherer,  duly  authorized  by  the  President  and  Directors  of  said 
Company,  may  detain  and  prevent  from  passing  through  his  gate  any  jierson  riding, 
leading  or  driving  animals,  and  any  carriage  or  other  vehicle,  until  lie  lias  received 
the  tolls  authorized  by  the  Company. 

Sec.  6. — The  Director  shall  cause  to  be  issued  to  each  stockholder  a  certificate  for 
the  number  of  shares  he  may  hold,  signed  by  the  President,  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Company,  and  no  transfer  of  stock  will  bo 
deemed  valid  in  law,  until  recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  said  Company. 

Sec.  7. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  said  Company  to  make  an  annual  re- 
port to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  during  the  first  week  of  each  session,  of  all  receipts 
and  expenditures  and  rates  of  toll,  and  to  pay  into  the  Territorial  Treasury,  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  common  schools,  five  per  cent,  upon  the  nett  profits  of  all  toll  col- 
lected. 

Sec.  8. — If  any  person  or  persons  shall  obstruct,  break,  injure  or  destroy  any  part 
of  the  road  of  said  Company,  or  any  work  or  fixture  attached  to  or  in  use  upon  the 
road,  or  shall  forcibly  or  fraudulently  pass  any  toll  gate  erected  on  said  road  ho  shall, 
for  every  such  oH'ense,  be  liable  to  a  civil  suit  for  the  recovery  of  damages  by  said 
Company,  and  may  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense,  or  iraprisoumont  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 
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Sec.  6.— It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Probate  Judge  of  Morgan  County, 
directly  after  the  publication  of  this  Act,  to  open  a  book  in  which  to  receive  subsrip- 
tions  for  stock  in  said  Company;  and  when  it  shall  appear  that  ten  thousand  dollars 
have  been  subscribed,  he  shall  forthwith  order  an  election  to  be  held  at  the  county 
seat  of  Morgan  County  for  the  election  of  a  President,  Vice  President  and  five  Direct- 
ors for  said  Company,  by  publishing  a  notification  thereof  in  the  Desebet  News, 
setting  forth  the  time  and  place  of  said  election,  in  three  consecutive  numbers.  Said 
election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  such  manner  as  the  aforesaid  Judge  maj'" 
direct.  The  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  office,  as  contemplated 
in  this  Act,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  by  said  Judge,  who  shall  furnish  the  par- 
ties thus  elected  a  certificate  of  their  election.  All  subsequent  elections  shall  be  held 
at  such  time  and  place,  and  conducted  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

Sec.  10. — Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Legislative 
Assembly  from  altering  or  amending  the  same  when  they  think  the  public  good 
require  it.
